Genesis 3:22 And the LORD God said, Behold, the man is become as one of us, to know good and evil: and now, lest he put forth his hand, and take also of the tree of 
life, and eat, and live for ever: 24 So he drove out the man; and he placed at the east of the garden of Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword which turned every way, 
to keep the way of the tree of life. 

18:1 And the LORD appeared unto him in the plains of Mamre: and he sat in the tent door in the heat of the day; 

2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, and, lo, three men stood by him: and when he saw them , he ran to meet them from the tent door, and bowed himself toward the 
ground, 3 And said, My Lord, if now I have found favour in thy sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from thy servant:

19:1 And there came two angels to Sodom at even; and Lot sat in the gate of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose up to meet them; and he bowed himself with his face 
toward the ground; 

21:17 And God heard the voice of the lad; and the angel of God called to Hagar out of heaven, and said unto her, What aileth thee, Hagar? fear not; for God hath 
heard the voice of the lad where he is. 18 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand; for I will make him a great nation. 

1 Kings 19:5 And as he lay and slept under a juniper tree, behold, then an angel touched him, and said unto him, Arise and eat. 

6 And he looked, and, behold, there was a cake baken on the coals, and a cruse of water at his head. And he did eat and drink, and laid him down again. 

7 And the angel of the LORD came again the second time, and touched him, and said, Arise and eat; because the journey is too great for thee. 

11 Kings 6:15 And when the servant of the man of God was risen early, and gone forth, behold, an host compassed the city both with horses and chariots. And his 
servant said unto him, Alas, my master! how shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not: for they that be with us are more than they that be with them. 

17 And Elisha prayed, and said, LORD, I pray thee, open his eyes, that he may see. And the LORD opened the eyes of the young man; and he saw: and, behold, the 
mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire round about Elisha. 

19:35 And it came to pass that night, that the angel of the LORD went out, and smote in the camp of the Assyrians an hundred fourscore and five thousand: and when 
they arose early in the morning, behold, they were all dead corpses. 

Psalms 34:7 The angel of the LORD encampeth round about them that fear him, and delivereth them. 
35:5 Let them be as chaff before the wind: and let the angel of the LORD chase them . 

103:20 Bless the LORD, ye his angels, that excel in strength, that do his commandments, hearkening unto the voice of his word. 

148:2 Praise ye him, all his angels: praise ye him, all his hosts. 5 Let them praise the name of the LORD: for he commanded, and they were created. 

Isaiah 6:1 In the year that king Uzziah died I saw also the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his train filled the temple. 

2 Above it stood the seraphims: each one had six wings; with twain he covered his face, and with twain he covered his feet, and with twain he did fly. 

3 And one cried unto another, and said, Holy, holy, holy, is the LORD of hosts: the whole earth is full of his glory. 

Daniel 9:21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in prayer, even the man Gabriel, whom I had seen in the vision at the beginning, being caused to fly swiftly, touched me about 
the time of the evening oblation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, O Daniel, I am now come forth to give thee skill and understanding. 

10:10 And, behold, an hand touched me, which set me upon my knees and upon the palms of my hands. 1 1 And he said unto me, O Daniel, a man greatly beloved, 
understand the words that I speak unto thee, and stand upright: for unto thee am I now sent. And when he had spoken this word unto me, I stood trembling. 

12 Then said he unto me, Fear not, Daniel: for from the first day that thou didst set thine heart to understand, and to chasten thyself before thy God, thy words were 
heard, and I am come for thy words. 13 But the prince of the kingdom of Persia withstood me one and twenty days: but, lo, Michael, one of the chief princes, came to 
help me; and I remained there with the kings of Persia. 14 Now I am come to make thee understand what shall befall thy people in the latter days: for yet the vision is 
for many days. 

16 And, behold, one like the similitude of the sons of men touched my lips: then I opened my mouth, and spake, and said unto him that stood before me, O my lord, 
by the vision my sorrows are turned upon me, and I have retained no strength. 

1 8 Then there came again and touched me one like the appearance of a man, and he strengthened me, 

21 But I will shew thee that which is noted in the scripture of truth: and there is none that holdeth with me in these things, but Michael your prince. 

12:1 And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great prince which standeth for the children of thy people: and there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was 

since there was a nation even to that same time: and at that time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall be found written in the book. 

Matthew 1:20 But while he thought on these things, behold, the angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, fear not to take 

unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which is conceived in her is of the Holy Ghost. 

2:13 And when they were departed, behold, the angel of the Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dream, saying, Arise, and take the young child and his mother, and flee into 
Egypt, and be thou there until I bring thee word: for Herod will seek the young child to destroy him. 

4:10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 
1 1 Then the devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels came and ministered unto him. 

18:10 Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven their angels do always behold the face of my Father which is in heaven. 
24:3 1 And he shall send his angels with a great sound of a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 
36 But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not the angels of heaven, but my Father only. 

26:53 Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to my Father, and he shall presently give me more than twelve legions of angels? 

28:2 And, behold, there was a great earthquake: for the angel of the Lord descended from heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. 
3 His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment white as snow: 

5 And the angel answered and said unto the women, Fear not ye: for I know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. 

Mark 12:25 For when they shall rise from the dead, they neither marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as the angels which are in heaven. 

Lukel:13 But the angel said unto him, Fear not, Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and thy wife Elisabeth shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his name John. 

14 And thou shalt have joy and gladness; and many shall rejoice at his birth. 

19 And the angel answering said unto him, I am Gabriel, that stand in the presence of God; and am sent to speak unto thee, and to shew thee these glad tidings. 
26 And in the sixth month the angel Gabriel was sent from God unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, 

28 And the angel came in unto her, and said, Hail, thou that art highly favoured, the Lord is with thee: blessed art thou among women. 

29 And when she saw him , she was troubled at his saying, and cast in her mind what manner of salutation this should be. 

30 And the angel said unto her, Fear not, Mary: for thou hast found favour with God. 

2:9 And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon them, and the glory of the Lord shone round about them: and they were sore afraid. 
10 And the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, behold, I bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all people. 
15:10 Likewise, I say unto you, there is joy in the presence of the angels of God over one sinner that repenteth. 

16:22 And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom: the rich man also died, and was buried; 
20:36 Neither can they die any more: for they are equal unto the angels; and are the children of God, being the children of the resurrection. 
22:43 And there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, strengthening him. 

Acts 1:10 And while they looked stedfastly toward heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by them in white apparel; 

5:19 But the angel of the Lord by night opened the prison doors, and brought them forth, and said, 20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to the people all the words of 
this life. 

12:7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord came upon him, and a light shined in the prison: and he smote Peter on the side, and raised him up, saying, Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his hands. 

Hebrews 1:7 And of the angels he saith, Who maketh his angels spirits, and his ministers a flame of fire. 
14 Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to minister for them who shall be heirs of salvation? 

I Peter 1:12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto themselves, but unto us they did minister the things, which are now reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent down from heaven; which things the angels desire to look into. 

Jude 1:6 And the angels which kept not their first estate, but left their own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of the 
great day. 9 Yet Michael the archangel, when contending with the devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not bring against him a railing accusation, but said, 
The Lord rebuke thee. 

Revelation 15:1 And I saw another sign in heaven, great and marvellous, seven angels having the seven last plagues; for in them is filled up the wrath of God.

38 Stablish thy word unto thy servant, who is devoted to thy fear. 89 For ever, O LORD, thy word is settled in heaven. 
130:5 I wait for the LORD, my soul doth wait, and in his word do I hope. 

Isaiah 1:10 Hear the word of the LORD, ye rulers of Sodom; give ear unto the law of our God, ye people of Gomorrah. 
40:8 The grass withereth, the flower fadeth: but the word of our God shall stand for ever. 

Zechariah 7:12 Yea, they made their hearts as an adamant stone, lest they should hear the law, and the words which the LORD of hosts hath sent in his spirit by the 
former prophets: therefore came a great wrath from the LORD of hosts. 

Matthew 4:4 But he answered and said, It is written, Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word that proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 

6 And saith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, cast thyself down: for it is written, He shall give his angels charge concerning thee: and in their hands they shall bear 

thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy foot against a stone. 7 Jesus said unto him, It is written again, Thou shalt not tempt the Lord thy God. 

10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 
5:18 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till all be fulfilled. 

21:42 Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never read in the scriptures, The stone which the builders rejected, the same is become the head of the corner: this is the Lord's 
doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes? 

22:31 But as touching the resurrection of the dead, have ye not read that which was spoken unto you by God, saying, 

32 I am the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, and the God of Jacob? God is not the God of the dead, but of the living. 

Lukel:l Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set forth in order a declaration of those things which are most surely believed among us, 

2 Even as they delivered them unto us, which from the beginning were eyewitnesses, and ministers of the word; 

3 It seemed good to me also, having had perfect understanding of all things from the very first, to write unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus, 

4 That thou mightest know the certainty of those things, wherein thou hast been instructed. 
John 1 : 1 In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God. 

14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 

16:13 Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak of himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he speak: 

and he will shew you things to come. 14 He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

1 Corinthians 2:10 But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the deep things of God. 

1 1 For what man knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, but the spirit which is of God; that we might know the things that are freely given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not in the words which man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth; comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither can he know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned. 15 But he that is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he himself is judged of no man. 

16 For who hath known the mind of the Lord, that he may instruct him? But we have the mind of Christ. 
Galatians 1:11 But I certify you, brethren, that the gospel which was preached of me is not after man. 

12 For I neither received it of man, neither was I taught it, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. 

3:16 Now to Abraham and his seed were the promises made. He saith not, And to seeds, as of many; but as of one, And to thy seed, which is Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the covenant, that was confirmed before of God in Christ, the law, which was four hundred and thirty years after, cannot disannul, that it should 
make the promise of none effect. 

Ephesians 1:18 The eyes of your understanding being enlightened; that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and what the riches of the glory of his inheritance 
in the saints, 4:11 And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: 

13 Till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: 

1 Thessalonians 1:5 For our gospel came not unto you in word only, but also in power, and in the Holy Ghost, and in much assurance; as ye know what manner of 
men we were among you for your sake. 5:27 I charge you by the Lord that this epistle be read unto all the holy brethren. 

2 Timothy 2:14 Of these things put them in remembrance, charging them before the Lord that they strive not about words to no profit, but to the subverting of the 
hearers. 15 Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth. 

16 But shun profane and vain babblings: for they will increase unto more ungodliness. 

3:15 And that from a child thou hast known the holy scriptures, which are able to make thee wise unto salvation through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 

16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness: 

17 That the man of God may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all good works. 

Titus 1:2 In hope of eternal life, which God, that cannot lie, promised before the world began; 

1:3 But hath in due times manifested his word through preaching, which is committed unto me according to the commandment of God our Saviour; 

Hebrews 4:12 For the word of God is quick, and powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, and of the 

joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the thoughts and intents of the heart. 

6:18 That by two immutable things, in which it was impossible for God to lie, we might have a strong consolation, who have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the hope 
set before us: 

1 1:3 Through faith we understand that the worlds were framed by the word of God, so that things which are seen were not made of things which do appear. 
2 Peter 1:20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the scripture is of any private interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by the Holy Ghost. 

3:15 And account that the longsuffering of our Lord is salvation; even as our beloved brother Paul also according to the wisdom given unto him hath written unto you; 
16 As also in all his epistles, speaking in them of these things; in which are some things hard to be understood, which they that are unlearned and unstable wrest, as 
they do also the other scriptures, unto their own destruction. 

1 John 2:1 My little children, these things write I unto you, that ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: 

27 But the anointing which ye have received of him abideth in you, and ye need not that any man teach you: but as the same anointing teacheth you of all things, and 

is truth, and is no lie, and even as it hath taught you, ye shall abide in him. 

Revelation 22:18 For I testify unto every man that heareth the words of the prophecy of this book, If any man shall add unto these things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this book: 

19 And if any man shall take away from the words of the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part out of the book of life, and out of the holy city, and from 
the things which are written in this book.

9:36 But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved with compassion on them, because they fainted, and were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd. 
40 And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto 
me. 26:39 And he went a little further, and fell on his face, and prayed, saying, 0 my Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but 
as thou wilt . 

Mark 1 :24 Saying, Let us alone; what have we to do with thee, thou Jesus of Nazareth? art thou come to destroy us? I know thee who thou art, the Holy One of God. 

2:10 But that ye may know that the Son of man hath power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick of the palsy,) 

9:7 And there was a cloud that overshadowed them: and a voice came out of the cloud, saying, This is my beloved Son: hear him. 

14:62 And Jesus said, I am: and ye shall see the Son of man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in the clouds of heaven. 

Luke 1:35 And the angel answered and said unto her, The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of the Highest shall overshadow thee: therefore also that 

holy thing which shall be born of thee shall be called the Son of God. 

2:7 For unto you is born this day in the city of David a Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. 

3:23-38 And Jesus himself began to be about thirty years of age, being (as was supposed) the son of Joseph, ... which was the son of David, ... which was the son of 
Adam, which was the son of God. 

24:39 Behold my hands and my feet, that it is I myself: handle me, and see; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, as ye see me have. 
John 1 : 1 In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with God, and the Word was God. 
10 He was in the world, and the world was made by him, and the world knew him not. 

14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 
18 No man hath seen God at any time; the only begotten Son, which is in the bosom of the Father, he hath declared him . 

29 The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, and saith, Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away the sin of the world. 
5:22 For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed all judgment unto the Son: 

23 That all men should honour the Son, even as they honour the Father. He that honoureth not the Son honoureth not the Father which hath sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; but is 
passed from death unto life. 27 And hath given him authority to execute judgment also, because he is the Son of man. 

30 I can of mine own self do nothing: as I hear, I judge: and my judgment is just; because I seek not mine own will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me. 
6:40 And this is the will of him that sent me, that every one which seeth the Son, and believeth on him, may have everlasting life: and I will raise him up at the last 
day. 58 Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, Before Abraham was, I am. 

10:30 I and my Father are one. 1 1:25 Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet shall he live: 
14:6 Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me. 

10 Believest thou not that I am in the Father, and the Father in me? the words that I speak unto you I speak not of myself: but the Father that dwelleth in me, he doeth 
the works. 

19:30 When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up the ghost. 

Acts 5:31 Him hath God exalted with his right hand to be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 

7:55 But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and Jesus standing on the right hand of God, 

Romans 1:3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ our Lord, which was made of the seed of David according to the flesh; 

8:2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in that it was weak through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the flesh: 
10:9 That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 

14:9 For to this end Christ both died, and rose, and revived, that he might be Lord both of the dead and living. 

I Corinthians 8:6 But to us there is but one God, the Father, of whom are all things, and we in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, and we by him. 
12:3 Wherefore I give you to understand, that no man speaking by the Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: and that no man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but by the 
Holy Ghost. 

11 Corinthians 5:19 To wit, that God was in Christ, reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto us the word 
of reconciliation. 

Galatians 4:4 But when the fulness of the time was come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, made under the law, 

Ephesians 1:20 Which he wrought in Christ, when he raised him from the dead, and set him at his own right hand in the heavenly places , 

21 Far above all principality, and power, and might, and dominion, and every name that is named, not only in this world, but also in that which is to come: 

22 And hath put all things under his feet, and gave him to be the head over all things to the church, 

Philippians 2:7 But made himself of no reputation, and took upon him the form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men: 

8 And being found in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and became obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. 

9 Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, and given him a name which is above every name: 

Colossians 1:16 For by him were all things created, that are in heaven, and that are in earth, visible and invisible, whether they be thrones, or dominions, or 
principalities, or powers: all things were created by him, and for him: 

17 And he is before all things, and by him all things consist. 

18 And he is the head of the body, the church: who is the beginning, the firstborn from the dead; that in all things he might have the preeminence. 
2:9 For in him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead bodily. 

Hebrews 1:3 Who being the brightness of his glory, and the express image of his person, and upholding all things by the word of his power, when he had by himself 
purged our sins, sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on high; 

4 Being made so much better than the angels, as he hath by inheritance obtained a more excellent name than they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said he at any time, Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee? And again, I will be to him a Father, and he shall be to me a Son? 
8 But unto the Son he saith , Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever: a sceptre of righteousness is the sceptre of thy kingdom. 

2:9 But we see Jesus, who was made a little lower than the angels for the suffering of death, crowned with glory and honour; that he by the grace of God should taste 
death for every man. 14 Forasmuch then as the children are partakers of flesh and blood, he also himself likewise took part of the same; that through death he might 
destroy him that had the power of death, that is, the devil; 

18 For in that he himself hath suffered being tempted, he is able to succour them that are tempted. 

4:15 For we have not an high priest which cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin. 

I Timothy 2:5 For there is one God, and one mediator between God and men, the man Christ Jesus; 

II Timothy 4: 1 I charge thee therefore before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick and the dead at his appearing and his kingdom; 
I John 4:2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of God: Every spirit that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of God: 

5:12 He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath not the Son of God hath not life. 

13 These things have I written unto you that believe on the name of the Son of God; that ye may know that ye have eternal life, and that ye may believe on the name 
of the Son of God. 20 And we know that the Son of God is come, and hath given us an understanding, that we may know him that is true, and we are in him that is 
true, even in his Son Jesus Christ. This is the true God, and eternal life. 

Revelation 1:8 I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which was, and which is to come, the Almighty. 

3:21 To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me in my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down with my Father in his throne. 
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Nehemiah 8:2 And Ezra the priest brought the law before the congregation both of men and women, and all that could hear with understanding, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. 5 And Ezra opened the book in the sight of all the people; (for he was above all the people;) and when he opened it, all the people stood up: 
6 And Ezra blessed the LORD, the great God. And all the people answered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up their hands: and they bowed their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD with their faces to the ground. 

Psalms 2:11 Serve the LORD with fear, and rejoice with trembling. 

95:6 O come, let us worship and bow down: let us kneel before the LORD our maker. 

Daniel 3:18 But if not, be it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden image which thou hast set up. 
Matthew 3:6 And were baptized of him in Jordan, confessing their sins. 

4:10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 
18:20 For where two or three are gathered together in my name, there am I in the midst of them. 

26:26 And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and blessed it, and brake it, and gave it to the disciples, and said, Take, eat; this is my body. 

27 And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it to them, saying, Drink ye all of it; 

28 For this is my blood of the new testament, which is shed for many for the remission of sins. 

28:19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost: 

20 Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen. 
Mark 1:9 And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus came from Nazareth of Galilee, and was baptized of John in Jordan. 

10 And straightway coming up out of the water, he saw the heavens opened, and the Spirit like a dove descending upon him: 
16:16 He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; but he that believeth not shall be damned. 

John 4:24 God is a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth. 

6:29 Jesus answered and said unto them, This is the work of God, that ye believe on him whom he hath sent. 

44 No man can come to me, except the Father which hath sent me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last day. 

47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on me hath everlasting life. 

17:11 And now I am no more in the world, but these are in the world, and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep through thine own name those whom thou hast given me, 
that they may be one, as we are. 

21 That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that the world may believe that thou hast sent me. 
Acts 2:41 Then they that gladly received his word were baptized: and the same day there were added unto them about three thousand souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastly in the apostles' doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in prayers. 

1 1:22 Then tidings of these things came unto the ears of the church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth Barnabas, that he should go as far as Antioch. 

26 And when he had found him, he brought him unto Antioch. And it came to pass, that a whole year they assembled themselves with the church, and taught much 
people. And the disciples were called Christians first in Antioch. 

17:23 For as I passed by, and beheld your devotions, I found an altar with this inscription, TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom therefore ye ignorantly worship, him 
declare I unto you. 24 God that made the world and all things therein, seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples made with hands; 
25 Neither is worshipped with men's hands, as though he needed any thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and breath, and all things; 

John 1:26 And he began to speak boldly in the synagogue: whom when Aquila and Priscilla had heard, they took him unto them, and expounded unto him the way of 
God more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to pass into Achaia, the brethren wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him: who, when he was come, helped them much which had 
believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, and that publickly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesus was Christ. 

Romans 12:1 1 beseech you therefore, brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. 3 For I say, through the grace given unto me, to every man that is among you, not to think of himself more highly than he ought to think; but to 
think soberly, according as God hath dealt to every man the measure of faith. 4 For as we have many members in one body, and all members have not the same office: 
5 So we, being many, are one body in Christ, and every one members one of another. 6 Having then gifts differing according to the grace that is given to us, whether 
prophecy, let us prophesy according to the proportion of faith; 7 Or ministry, let us wait on our ministering: or he that teacheth, on teaching; 

8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, let him do it with simplicity; he that ruleth, with diligence; he that sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor that which is evil; cleave to that which is good. 10 Be kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly love; in honour 
preferring one another; 1 1 Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; serving the Lord; 12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribulation; continuing instant in prayer; 13 
Distributing to the necessity of saints; given to hospitality. 14 Bless them which persecute you: bless, and curse not. 15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep 
with them that weep. 16 Be of the same mind one toward another. Mind not high things, but condescend to men of low estate. Be not wise in your own conceits. 

18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in you, live peaceably with all men. 19 Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather give place unto wrath: for it is written, 
Vengeance is mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he thirst, give him drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap coals of fire 
on his head. 

14:19 Let us therefore follow after the things which make for peace, and things wherewith one may edify another. 

21 It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor any thing whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, or is made weak. 

1 Corinthians 1:17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, but to preach the gospel: not with wisdom of words, lest the cross of Christ should be made of none effect. 
18 For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish foolishness; but unto us which are saved it is the power of God. 

7:17 But as God hath distributed to every man, as the Lord hath called every one, so let him walk. And so ordain I in all churches. 

10:1 Moreover, brethren, I would not that ye should be ignorant, how that all our fathers were under the cloud, and all passed through the sea; 

4 And did all drink the same spiritual drink: for they drank of that spiritual Rock that followed them: and that Rock was Christ. 

5 But with many of them God was not well pleased: for they were overthrown in the wilderness. 

12:4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit. 5 And there are differences of administrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there are diversities of operations, but it is the same God which worketh all in all. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the members of that one body, being many, are one body: so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or free; and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 
14:33 For God is not the author of confusion, but of peace, as in all churches of the saints. 

2 Corinthians 9:12 For the administration of this service not only supplieth the want of the saints, but is abundant also by many thanksgivings unto God; 
Galatians 1:8 But though we, or an angel from heaven, preach any other gospel unto you than that which we have preached unto you, let him be accursed. 
3:26 For ye are all the children of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 27 For as many of you as have been baptized into Christ have put on Christ. 

5:9 A little leaven leaveneth the whole lump. 12 I would they were even cut off which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been called unto liberty; only use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve one another. 

14 For all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

Ephesians 1:7 In whom we have redemption through his blood, the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches of his grace; 

22 And hath put all things under his feet, and gave him to be the head over all things to the church, 

3:14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 4:6 One God and Father of all, who is above all, and through all, and in you all. 

11 And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no more children, tossed to and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby 
they lie in wait to deceive; 15 But speaking the truth in love, may grow up into him in all things, which is the head, even Christ: 
5:24 Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 

25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it; 30 For we are members of his body, of his flesh, and of his bones. 
Philippians 3:3 For we are the circumcision, which worship God in the spirit, and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and have no confidence in the flesh. 
Colossians 2:8 Beware lest any man spoil you through philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, after the rudiments of the world, and not after Christ. 
2 Timothy 1:9 Who hath saved us, and called us with an holy calling, not according to our works, but according to his own purpose and grace, which was given us in 
Christ Jesus before the world began, 

Hebrews 9: 1 1 But Christ being come an high priest of good things to come, by a greater and more perfect tabernacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not of this 
building; 

1 John 1:7 But if we walk in the light, as he is in the light, we have fellowship one with another, and the blood of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 
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Leviticus 17:7 And they shall no more offer their sacrifices unto devils, after whom they have gone a whoring. This shall be a statute for ever unto them throughout 
their generations. 

Deuteronomy 32: 1 7 They sacrificed unto devils, not to God; to gods whom they knew not, to new gods that came newly up, whom your fathers feared not. 
Psalms 106:37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons and their daughters unto devils, 

Matthew 8:28 And when he was come to the other side into the country of the Gergesenes, there met him two possessed with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, so that no man might pass by that way. 

29 And, behold, they cried out, saying, What have we to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God? art thou come hither to torment us before the time? 
9:32 As they went out, behold, they brought to him a dumb man possessed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast out, the dumb spake: and the multitudes marvelled, saying, It was never so seen in Israel. 

10:1 And when he had called unto him his twelve disciples, he gave them power against unclean spirits, to cast them out, and to heal all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease. 

12:22 Then was brought unto him one possessed with a devil, blind, and dumb: and he healed him, insomuch that the blind and dumb both spake and saw. 
17:18 And Jesus rebuked the devil; and he departed out of him: and the child was cured from that very hour. 

25:41 Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his angels: 

Mark 1:34 And he healed many that were sick of divers diseases, and cast out many devils; and suffered not the devils to speak, because they knew him. 

5:5 And always, night and day, he was in the mountains, and in the tombs, crying, and cutting himself with stones. 

6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, he ran and worshipped him, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, and said, What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of the most high God? I adjure thee by God, that thou torment me not. 

8 For he said unto him, Come out of the man, thou unclean spirit. 

9 And he asked him, What is thy name? And he answered, saying, My name is Legion: for we are many. 

9:20 And they brought him unto him: and when he saw him, straightway the spirit tare him; and he fell on the ground, and wallowed foaming. 

2 1 And he asked his father, How long is it ago since this came unto him? And he said, Of a child. 

22 And ofttimes it hath cast him into the fire, and into the waters, to destroy him: but if thou canst do any thing, have compassion on us, and help us. 

23 Jesus said unto him, If thou canst believe, all things are possible to him that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of the child cried out, and said with tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine unbelief. 

25 When Jesus saw that the people came running together, he rebuked the foul spirit, saying unto him, Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of him, and 
enter no more into him. 

26 And the spirit cried, and rent him sore, and came out of him: and he was as one dead; insomuch that many said, He is dead. 

27 But Jesus took him by the hand, and lifted him up; and he arose. 

Luke 7:21 And in that same hour he cured many of their infirmities and plagues, and of evil spirits; and unto many that were blind he gave sight. 

8:27 And when he went forth to land, there met him out of the city a certain man, which had devils long time, and ware no clothes, neither abode in any house, but in 

the tombs. 

28 When he saw Jesus, he cried out, and fell down before him, and with a loud voice said, What have I to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God most high? I beseech 
thee, torment me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the unclean spirit to come out of the man. For oftentimes it had caught him: and he was kept bound with chains and in fetters; and he brake 
the bands, and was driven of the devil into the wilderness.) 

8:30 And Jesus asked him, saying, What is thy name? And he said, Legion: because many devils were entered into him. 

Acts 16:16 And it came to pass, as we went to prayer, a certain damsel possessed with a spirit of divination met us, which brought her masters much gain by 
soothsaying: 

19:16 And the man in whom the evil spirit was leaped on them, and overcame them, and prevailed against them, so that they fled out of that house naked and 
wounded. 

II Corinthians 11:13 For such are false apostles, deceitful workers, transforming themselves into the apostles of Christ. 
11:14 And no marvel; for Satan himself is transformed into an angel of light. 

11:15 Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers also be transformed as the ministers of righteousness; whose end shall be according to their works. 

Ephesians 6:12 For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 

wickedness in high places. 

I Timothy 4:1 Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 
James 2:17 Even so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, a man may say, Thou hast faith, and I have works: shew me thy faith without thy works, and I will shew thee my faith by my works. 

19 Thou believest that there is one God; thou doest well: the devils also believe, and tremble. 

20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith without works is dead? 

3:15 This wisdom descendeth not from above, but is earthly, sensual, devilish. 
16 For where envying and strife is, there is confusion and every evil work. 

Jude 1 :6 And the angels which kept not their first estate, but left their own habitation, he hath reserved in everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of the 
great day. 

7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrha, and the cities about them in like manner, giving themselves over to fornication, and going after strange flesh, are set forth for an 
example, suffering the vengeance of eternal fire. 

8 Likewise also these filthy dreamers defile the flesh, despise dominion, and speak evil of dignities. 

9 Yet Michael the archangel, when contending with the devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not bring against him a railing accusation, but said, The Lord 
rebuke thee. 

10 But these speak evil of those things which they know not: but what they know naturally, as brute beasts, in those things they corrupt themselves. 

Revelation 16:13 And I saw three unclean spirits like frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet. 

14 For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day of 
God Almighty. 
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Isaiah 13:9 Behold, the day of the LORD cometh, cruel both with wrath and fierce anger, to lay the land desolate: and he shall destroy the sinners thereof out of it. 
10 For the stars of heaven and the constellations thereof shall not give their light: the sun shall be darkened in his going forth, and the moon shall not cause her light to 
shine. 1 1 And I will punish the world for their evil, and the wicked for their iniquity; and I will cause the arrogancy of the proud to cease, and will lay low the 
haughtiness of the terrible. 33:24 And the inhabitant shall not say, I am sick: the people that dwell therein shall be forgiven their iniquity. 65: 17 For, behold, I create 
new heavens and a new earth: and the former shall not be remembered, nor come into mind. Jeremiah 3:17 At that time they shall call Jerusalem the throne of the 
LORD; and all the nations shall be gathered unto it, to the name of the LORD, to Jerusalem: neither shall they walk any more after the imagination of their evil heart. 
Daniel 2:44 And in the days of these kings shall the God of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never be destroyed: and the kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieces and consume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. 7:13 I saw in the night visions, and, behold, one like the Son of man 
came with the clouds of heaven, and came to the Ancient of days, and they brought him near before him. 14 And there was given him dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should serve him: his dominion is an everlasting dominion, which shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed. Hosea 5 Afterward shall the children of Israel return, and seek the LORD their God, and David their king; and shall fear the LORD and his 
goodness in the latter days. Joel 2:10 The earth shall quake before them; the heavens shall tremble: the sun and the moon shall be dark, and the stars shall withdraw 
their shining: 1 1 And the LORD shall utter his voice before his army: for his camp is very great: for he is strong that executeth his word: for the day of the LORD is 
great and very terrible; and who can abide it? Matthew7:15 Beware of false prophets, which come to you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they are ravening wolves. 
13:49 So shall it be at the end of the world: the angels shall come forth, and sever the wicked from among the just, 24:2 And Jesus said unto them, See ye not all these 
things? verily I say unto you, There shall not be left here one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 4 And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take heed 
that no man deceive you. 5 For many shall come in my name, saying, I am Christ; and shall deceive many. 6 And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see that 
ye be not troubled: for all these things must come to pass, but the end is not yet. 7 For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom against kingdom: and there shall 
be famines, and pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. 8 All these are the beginning of sorrows. 9 Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and shall kill 
you: and ye shall be hated of all nations for my name's sake. 10 And then shall many be offended, and shall betray one another, and shall hate one another. 1 1 And 
many false prophets shall rise, and shall deceive many. 12 And because iniquity shall abound, the love of many shall wax cold. 14 And this gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then shall the end come. 22 And except those days should be shortened, there should no flesh be 
saved: but for the elect's sake those days shall be shortened. 27 For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even unto the west; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be. 35 Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words shall not pass away. 42 Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your Lord doth come. 44 
Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an hour as ye think not the Son of man cometh. 25:31 When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory: 32 And before him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall separate them one from another, as a shepherd 
divideth his sheep from the goats: 34 Then shall the King say unto them on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world: Mark 9:1 And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, That there be some of them that stand here, which shall not taste of death, till 
they have seen the kingdom of God come with power. 13:14 But when ye shall see the abomination of desolation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, standing where it 
ought not, (let him that readeth understand,) then let them that be in Judaea flee to the mountains: Luke 1:33 And he shall reign over the house of Jacob for ever; and 
of his kingdom there shall be no end. 17:24 For as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one part under heaven, shineth unto the other part under heaven; so shall 
also the Son of man be in his day. 3 1 In that day, he which shall be upon the housetop, and his stuff in the house, let him not come down to take it away: and he that is 
in the field, let him likewise not return back. 32 Remember Lot's wife. 33 Whosoever shall seek to save his life shall lose it; and whosoever shall lose his life shall 
preserve it. 34 I tell you, in that night there shall be two men in one bed; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be left. 35 Two women shall be grinding together; 
the one shall be taken, and the other left. 36 Two men shall be in the field; the one shall be taken, and the other left. 20:35 But they which shall be accounted worthy 
to obtain that world, and the resurrection from the dead, neither marry, nor are given in marriage: 36 Neither can they die any more: for they are equal unto the angels; 
and are the children of God, being the children of the resurrection. 21:20 And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with armies, then know that the desolation 
thereof is nigh. 21 Then let them which are in Judaea flee to the mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it depart out; and let not them that are in the 
countries enter thereinto. 22 For these be the days of vengeance, that all things which are written may be fulfilled. 23 But woe unto them that are with child, and to 
them that give suck, in those days ! for there shall be great distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. 24 And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and shall be 
led away captive into all nations: and Jerusalem shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of the Gentiles be fulfilled. 25 And there shall be signs in the 
sun, and in the moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress of nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; 26 Men's hearts failing them for fear, and 
for looking after those things which are coming on the earth: for the powers of heaven shall be shaken. 27 And then shall they see the Son of man coming in a cloud 
with power and great glory. 28 And when these things begin to come to pass, then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption draweth nigh.

8:2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin and death. 

1 1 But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the dead shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit 
that dwelleth in you. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 

14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons of God. 

15 For ye have not received the spirit of bondage again to fear; but ye have received the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, Father.

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for we know not what we should pray for as we ought: but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession for the saints according to the will of God.

4 Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end of the world. In them hath he set a tabernacle for the sun, 

5 Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his chamber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 

6 His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his circuit unto the ends of it: and there is nothing hid from the heat thereof. 

7 The law of the LORD is perfect, converting the soul: the testimony of the LORD is sure, making wise the simple. 

8 The statutes of the LORD are right, rejoicing the heart: the commandment of the LORD is pure, enlightening the eyes. 
19:12 Who can understand his errors? cleanse thou me from secret faults. 

13 Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous sins; let them not have dominion over me: then shall I be upright, and I shall be innocent from the great 
transgression. 14 Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O LORD, my strength, and my redeemer. 
20:1 The LORD hear thee in the day of trouble; the name of the God of Jacob defend thee; 
51:5 Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my mother conceive me. 

Ezekiel 28:15 Thou wast perfect in thy ways from the day that thou wast created, till iniquity was found in thee. 

Matthew 10:28 And fear not them which kill the body, but are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear him which is able to destroy both soul and body in hell. 
19:5 And said, For this cause shall a man leave father and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and they twain shall be one flesh? 

Romansl:21 Because that, when they knew God, they glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but became vain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened. 22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became fools, 

3:23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of God; 24 Being justified freely by his grace through the redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 

7:14 For we know that the law is spiritual: but I am carnal, sold under sin. 15 For that which I do I allow not: for what I would, that do I not; but what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would not, I consent unto the law that it is good. 

7:18 For I know that in me (that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth no good thing: for to will is present with me; but how to perform that which is good I find not. 

23 But I see another law in my members, warring against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity to the law of sin which is in my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me from the body of this death? 

8:10 And if Christ be in you, the body is dead because of sin; but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye shall live. 

18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time are not worthy to be compared with the glory which shall be revealed in us. 

20 For the creature was made subject to vanity, not willingly, but by reason of him who hath subjected the same in hope, 

21 Because the creature itself also shall be delivered from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of the children of God. 

I Corinthians 5:2 And ye are puffed up, and have not rather mourned, that he that hath done this deed might be taken away from among you. 

6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a little leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 

7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, that ye may be a new lump, as ye are unleavened. For even Christ our passover is sacrificed for us: 

I I But now I have written unto you not to keep company, if any man that is called a brother be a fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a drunkard, or an 
extortioner; with such an one no not to eat. 12 For what have I to do to judge them also that are without? do not ye judge them that are within? 

13 But them that are without God judgeth. Therefore put away from among yourselves that wicked person. 

11:3 But I would have you know, that the head of every man is Christ; and the head of the woman is the man; and the head of Christ is God. 
15:44 It is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual body. 
Galatians 5:22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 

23 Meekness, temperance: against such there is no law. 24 And they that are Christ's have crucified the flesh with the affections and lusts. 

25 If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit. 26 Let us not be desirous of vain glory, provoking one another, envying one another. 

Ephesians 2:3 Among whom also we all had our conversation in times past in the lusts of our flesh, fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the mind; and were by 
nature the children of wrath, even as others. 13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far off are made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
4:22 That ye put off concerning the former conversation the old man, which is corrupt according to the deceitful lusts; 

23 And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; 24 And that ye put on the new man, which after God is created in righteousness and true holiness. 
5:15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise, 16 Redeeming the time, because the days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, but understanding what the will of the Lord is. 24 Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their own 
husbands in every thing. 25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also loved the church, and gave himself for it; 

I Timothy 1:15 This is a faithful saying, and worthy of all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to save sinners; of whom I am chief. 
Titus 2:2 That the aged men be sober, grave, temperate, sound in faith, in charity, in patience. 3 The aged women likewise, that they be in behaviour as becometh 
holiness, not false accusers, not given to much wine, teachers of good things; 4 That they may teach the young women to be sober, to love their husbands, to love their 
children, 6 Young men likewise exhort to be sober minded. 

Hebrews 4:13 Neither is there any creature that is not manifest in his sight: but all things are naked and opened unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do. 
1 1:6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 
12:4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against sin. 1 1 Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be joyous, but grievous: nevertheless afterward it 
yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which are exercised thereby.

3:5 Even so the tongue is a little member, and boasteth great things. Behold, how great a matter a little fire kindleth! 

5:20 Let him know, that he which converteth the sinner from the error of his way shall save a soul from death, and shall hide a multitude of sins. 

I Peter 3:4 But let it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of great 
price. II Peter 1:4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding great and precious promises: that by these ye might be partakers of the divine nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the world through lust. I John 1:8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not in us.

24 He that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: and the word which ye hear is not mine, but the Father's which sent me. 
19:34 But one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his side, and forthwith came there out blood and water. 

Acts 4:12 Neither is there salvation in any other: for there is none other name under heaven given among men, whereby we must be saved. 
5:29 Then Peter and the other apostles answered and said, We ought to obey God rather than men. 

8:36 And as they went on their way, they came unto a certain water: and the eunuch said, See, here is water; what doth hinder me to be baptized? 
37 And Philip said, If thou believest with all thine heart, thou mayest. And he answered and said, I believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of God.

29 For the gifts and calling of God are without repentance. 

14: 10 But why dost thou judge thy brother? or why dost thou set at nought thy brother? for we shall all stand before the judgment seat of Christ. 

1 Corinthians 14:33 For God is not the author of confusion, but of peace, as in all churches of the saints. 

2 Corinthians 7:10 For godly sorrow worketh repentance to salvation not to be repented of: but the sorrow of the world worketh death. 
Galatians 1:6 I marvel that ye are so soon removed from him that called you into the grace of Christ unto another gospel: 

7 Which is not another; but there be some that trouble you, and would pervert the gospel of Christ. 
Ephesians 2:4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love wherewith he loved us, 

5 Even when we were dead in sins, hath quickened us together with Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus: 

7 That in the ages to come he might shew the exceeding riches of his grace in his kindness toward us through Christ Jesus. 

8 For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of yourselves: it is the gift of God: 

9 Not of works, lest any man should boast. 

Hebrews 5:9 And being made perfect, he became the author of eternal salvation unto all them that obey him; 
9:22 And almost all things are by the law purged with blood; and without shedding of blood is no remission. 

27 And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but after this the judgment: 

28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many; and unto them that look for him shall he appear the second time without sin unto salvation. 

James 4:14 Whereas ye know not what shall be on the morrow. For what is your life? It is even a vapour, that appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth away. 

1 Peter 2:24 Who his own self bare our sins in his own body on the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye were healed.

10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou serve. 

I I Then the devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels came and ministered unto him. 

13:39 The enemy that sowed them is the devil; the harvest is the end of the world; and the reapers are the angels. 

16:23 But he turned, and said unto Peter, Get thee behind me, Satan: thou art an offence unto me: for thou savourest not the things that be of God, but those that be of 
men. Luke 8:12 Those by the way side are they that hear; then cometh the devil, and taketh away the word out of their hearts, lest they should believe and be saved. 
10:18 And he said unto them, I beheld Satan as lightning fall from heaven. 

1 1:18 If Satan also be divided against himself, how shall his kingdom stand? because ye say that I cast out devils through Beelzebub. 
22:31 And the Lord said, Simon, Simon, behold, Satan hath desired to have you, that he may sift you as wheat: 

John 8:44 Ye are of your father the devil, and the lusts of your father ye will do. He was a murderer from the beginning, and abode not in the truth, because there is no 

truth in him. When he speaketh a lie, he speaketh of his own: for he is a liar, and the father of it. 

12:31 Now is the judgment of this world: now shall the prince of this world be cast out. 

13:27 And after the sop Satan entered into him. Then said Jesus unto him, That thou doest, do quickly. 

Acts 5:3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of the price of the land? 

I Corinthians 7:5 Defraud ye not one the other, except it be with consent for a time, that ye may give yourselves to fasting and prayer; and come together again, that 
Satan tempt you not for your incontinency. II Corinthians 2:5 But if any have caused grief, he hath not grieved me, but in part: that I may not overcharge you all. 

6 Sufficient to such a man is this punishment, which was inflicted of many. 7 So that contrariwise ye ought rather to forgive him, and comfort him, lest perhaps such a 
one should be swallowed up with overmuch sorrow. 8 Wherefore I beseech you that ye would confirm your love toward him. 

9 For to this end also did I write, that I might know the proof of you, whether ye be obedient in all things. 

10 To whom ye forgive any thing, I forgive also: for if I forgave any thing, to whom I forgave it, for your sakes forgave I it in the person of Christ; 

I I Lest Satan should get an advantage of us: for we are not ignorant of his devices. 

4:4 In whom the god of this world hath blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the light of the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, should 
shine unto them. 6:15 And what concord hath Christ with Belial? or what part hath he that believeth with an infidel? 

1 1:3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled Eve through his subtilty, so your minds should be corrupted from the simplicity that is in Christ. 

13 For such are false apostles, deceitful workers, transforming themselves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Satan himself is transformed into an angel of light. 

Galatians 5:19 Now the works of the flesh are manifest, which are these; Adultery, fornication, uncleanness, lasciviousness, 

20 Idolatry, witchcraft, hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, strife, seditions, heresies, 

21 Envyings, murders, drunkenness, revellings, and such like: of the which I tell you before, as I have also told you in time past, that they which do such things shall 
not inherit the kingdom of God. Ephesians 2:2 Wherein in time past ye walked according to the course of this world, according to the prince of the power of the air, 
the spirit that now worketh in the children of disobedience: 4:26 Be ye angry, and sin not: let not the sun go down upon your wrath: 27 Neither give place to the devil. 
6:11 Put on the whole armour of God, that ye may be able to stand against the wiles of the devil. 12 For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but against 
principalities, against powers, against the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual wickedness in high places. 

I Thessalonians 2:18 Wherefore we would have come unto you, even I Paul, once and again; but Satan hindered us. 

3:5 For this cause, when I could no longer forbear, I sent to know your faith, lest by some means the tempter have tempted you, and our labour be in vain. 

11 Timothy 2:26 And that they may recover themselves out of the snare of the devil, who are taken captive by him at his will. 
James 4:7 Submit yourselves therefore to God. Resist the devil, and he will flee from you. 

I Peter 5:8 Be sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he may devour: 

I John 2:14 I have written unto you, fathers, because ye have known him that is from the beginning. I have written unto you, young men, because ye are strong, and 
the word of God abideth in you, and ye have overcome the wicked one. 4: 1 Beloved, believe not every spirit, but try the spirits whether they are of God: because many 
false prophets are gone out into the world. 2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of God: Every spirit that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is of God: 

3 And every spirit that confesseth not that Jesus Christ is come in the flesh is not of God: and this is that spirit of antichrist, whereof ye have heard that it should 
come; and even now already is it in the world. 4 Ye are of God, little children, and have overcome them: because greater is he that is in you, than he that is in the 
world. Revelation 2: 10 Fear none of those things which thou shalt suffer: behold, the devil shall cast some of you into prison, that ye may be tried; and ye shall have 
tribulation ten days: be thou faithful unto death, and I will give thee a crown of life.

Antipas was my faithful martyr, who was slain among you, where Satan dwelleth. 

12:3 And there appeared another wonder in heaven; and behold a great red dragon, having seven heads and ten horns, and seven crowns upon his heads. 

4 And his tail drew the third part of the stars of heaven, and did cast them to the earth: and the dragon stood before the woman which was ready to be delivered, for to 
devour her child as soon as it was born.

94:19 In the multitude of my thoughts within me thy 
comforts delight my soul. 

119:143 Trouble and anguish have taken hold on me: yet 
thy commandments are my delights. 
119:165 Great peace have they which love thy law: and 
nothing shall offend them. 

127:2 It is vain for you to rise up early, to sit up late, to 
eat the bread of sorrows: for so he giveth his beloved 
sleep. 

Proverbs 3:5 Trust in the LORD with all thine heart; and 
lean not unto thine own understanding. 
3:6 In all thy ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct 
thy paths. 

3:23 Then shalt thou walk in thy way safely, and thy foot 
shall not stumble. 

3:24 When thou liest down, thou shalt not be afraid: yea, 
thou shalt lie down, and thy sleep shall be sweet. 
3:25 Be not afraid of sudden fear, neither of the 
desolation of the wicked, when it cometh. 
3:26 For the LORD shall be thy confidence, and shall 



keep thy foot from being taken. 

Isaiah 8:12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to all them to 
whom this people shall say, A confederacy; neither fear 
ye their fear, nor be afraid. 

8:13 Sanctify the LORD of hosts himself; and let him be 

your fear, and let him be your dread. 

8:14 And he shall be for a sanctuary; but for a stone of 

stumbling and for a rock of offence to both the houses of 

Israel, for a gin and for a snare to the inhabitants of 

Jerusalem. 

43:5 Fear not: for I am with thee: I will bring thy seed 
from the east, and gather thee from the west; 

Matthew 6:25 Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on. Is not 
the life more than meat, and the body than raiment? 
6:26 Behold the fowls of the air: for they sow not, neither 
do they reap, nor gather into barns; yet your heavenly 
Father feedeth them. Are ye not much better than they? 
6:27 Which of you by taking thought can add one cubit 
unto his stature? 

6:28 And why take ye thought for raiment? Consider the 
lilies of the field, how they grow; they toil not, neither do 
they spin: 

6:29 And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of these. 
6:30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, 
which to day is, and to morrow is cast into the oven, shall 
he not much more clothe you, O ye of little faith? 
6:31 Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we 
eat? or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we 
be clothed? 

6:32 (For after all these things do the Gentiles seek:) for 
your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of all 
these things. 

6:33 But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things shall be added unto 
you. 

6:34 Take therefore no thought for the morrow: for the 
morrow shall take thought for the things of itself. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. 
1 1 :28 Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy 
laden, and I will give you rest. 

1 1 :29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me; for I am 
meek and lowly in heart: and ye shall find rest unto your 
souls. 

13:22 He also that received seed among the thorns is he 
that heareth the word; and the care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he 
becometh unfruitful. 

Mark 9:23 Jesus said unto him, If thou canst believe, all 
things are possible to him that believeth. 
9:24 And straightway the father of the child cried out, and 
said with tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine unbelief. 

Luke 8:50 But when Jesus heard it, he answered him, 
saying, Fear not: believe only, and she shall be made 
whole. 

12:29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what ye shall 
drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 



John 14:1 Let not your heart be troubled: ye believe in 
God, believe also in me. 

14:26 But the Comforter, which is the Holy Ghost, whom 
the Father will send in my name, he shall teach you all 
things, and bring all things to your remembrance, 
whatsoever I have said unto you. 
14:27 Peace I leave with you, my peace I give unto you: 
not as the world giveth, give I unto you. Let not your 
heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 

Romans 8:6 For to be carnally minded is death; but to 
be spiritually minded is life and peace. 
8:28 And we know that all things work together for good 
to them that love God, to them who are the called 
according to his purpose. 

12:2 And be not conformed to this world: but be ye 
transformed by the renewing of your mind, that ye may 
prove what is that good, and acceptable, and perfect, will 
of God. 

1 Corinthians 10:13 There hath no temptation taken 
you but such as is common to man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it. 

2 Corinthians 4:6 For God, who commanded the light

4:7 And the peace of God, which passeth all 
understanding, shall keep your hearts and minds through 
Christ Jesus. 

4:8 Finally, brethren, whatsoever things are true, 
whatsoever things are honest, whatsoever things are 
just, whatsoever things are pure, whatsoever things are 
lovely, whatsoever things are of good report; if there be 
any virtue, and if there be any praise, think on these 
things. 

4:9 Those things, which ye have both learned, and 
received, and heard, and seen in me, do: and the God of 
peace shall be with you. 
4:13 I can do all things through Christ which 
strengtheneth me. 

Colossians 3:15 And let the peace of God rule in your 



hearts, to the which also ye are called in one body; and 
be ye thankful. 

1 Thessalonians 5:17 Pray without ceasing. 

5:18 In every thing give thanks: for this is the will of God 

in Christ Jesus concerning you. 

5:19 Quench not the Spirit. 

5:21 Prove all things; hold fast that which is good. 

1 Timothy 6:6 But godliness with contentment is great 
gain. 

6:8 And having food and raiment let us be therewith 
content. 

2 Timothy 1 :7 For God hath not given us the spirit of 
fear; but of power, and of love, and of a sound mind. 
3:16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: 

Hebrews 4:15 For we have not an high priest which 
cannot be touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but 
was in all points tempted like as we are, yet without sin. 
4:16 Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of 
grace, that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need. 

13:6 So that we may boldly say, The Lord is my helper, 
and I will not fear what man shall do unto me. 
13:8 Jesus Christ the same yesterday, and to day, and 
for ever. 

James 1 :8 A double minded man is unstable in all his 
ways. 

1 :22 But be ye doers of the word, and not hearers only, 
deceiving your own selves. 

4:7 Submit yourselves therefore to God. Resist the devil, 
and he will flee from you. 

4:8 Draw nigh to God, and he will draw nigh to you. 
Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; and purify your hearts, 
ye double minded. 

I Peter 4:13 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are partakers 
of Christ's sufferings; that, when his glory shall be 
revealed, ye may be glad also with exceeding joy. 
5:7 Casting all your care upon him; for he careth for you. 
5:8 Be sober, be vigilant; because your adversary the 
devil, as a roaring lion, walketh about, seeking whom he 
may devour: 

5:10 But the God of all grace, who hath called us unto his 
eternal glory by Christ Jesus, after that ye have suffered 
a while, make you perfect, stablish, strengthen, settle 
you. 

1 John 4:18 There is no fear in love; but perfect love 
casteth out fear: because fear hath torment. He that 
feareth is not made perfect in love. 
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evangelism 

Deuteronomy 4:24 For the LORD thy God is a consuming 
fire, even a jealous God. 

Joshua 24:14 Now therefore fear the LORD, and serve 
him in sincerity and in truth: and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other side of the flood, and in 
Egypt; and serve ye the LORD. 
24:15 And if it seem evil unto you to serve the LORD, 
choose you this day whom ye will serve; whether the gods 
which your fathers served that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Amorites, in whose land ye dwell: 
but as for me and my house, we will serve the LORD. 

Psalm 5:6 Thou shalt destroy them that speak leasing: the 
LORD will abhor the bloody and deceitful man. 
5:8 Lead me, O LORD, in thy righteousness because of 
mine enemies; make thy way straight before my face.

1 1 :29 He that troubleth his own house shall inherit the wind:

14:25 A true witness delivereth souls: but a deceitful 
witness speaketh lies. 

Isaiah 8:13 Sanctify the LORD of hosts himself; and let him 

be your fear, and let him be your dread. 

8:15 And many among them shall stumble, and fall, and be 

broken, and be snared, and be taken. 

42:6 I the LORD have called thee in righteousness, and will 

hold thine hand, and will keep thee, and give thee for a 

covenant of the people, for a light of the Gentiles; 

42:7 To open the blind eyes, to bring out the prisoners from 

the prison, and them that sit in darkness out of the prison 

house. 

55:6 Seek ye the LORD while he may be found, call ye 
upon him while he is near: 

55:7 Let the wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous 
man his thoughts: and let him return unto the LORD, and 
he will have mercy upon him; and to our God, for he will 
abundantly pardon. 

55:9 For as the heavens are higher than the earth, so are 
my ways higher than your ways, and my thoughts than your 
thoughts. 

Jeremiah 10:23 O LORD, I know that the way of man is not 
in himself: it is not in man that walketh to direct his steps. 
10:24 O LORD, correct me, but with judgment; not in thine 
anger, lest thou bring me to nothing. 
17:9 The heart is deceitful above all things, and desperately 
wicked: who can know it? 

Matthew 1:21 And she shall bring forth a son, and thou 
shalt call his name JESUS: for he shall save his people 
from their sins. 

13:20 But he that received the seed into stony places, the 
same is he that heareth the word, and anon with joy 
receiveth it; 



13:21 Yet hath he not root in himself, but dureth for a while: 
for when tribulation or persecution ariseth because of the 
word, by and by he is offended. 

13:22 He also that received seed among the thorns is he 
that heareth the word; and the care of this world, and the 
deceitfulness of riches, choke the word, and he becometh 
unfruitful. 

13:23 But he that received seed into the good ground is he 
that heareth the word, and understandeth it; which also 
beareth fruit, and bringeth forth, some an hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

13:47 Again, the kingdom of heaven is like unto a net, that 
was cast into the sea, and gathered of every kind: 
13:48 Which, when it was full, they drew to shore, and sat 
down, and gathered the good into vessels, but cast the bad 
away. 

18:3 And said, Verily I say unto you, Except ye be 
converted, and become as little children, ye shall not enter 
into the kingdom of heaven. 

19:26 But Jesus beheld them, and said unto them, With 
men this is impossible; but with God all things are 
possible. 

20:27 And whosoever will be chief among you, let him be 
your servant: 

20:28 Even as the Son of man came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister, and to give his life a ransom for many. 
22:14 For many are called, but few are chosen. 

Mark 8:35 For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; but 
whosoever shall lose his life for my sake and the gospel's, 
the same shall save it. 

Luke 14:33 So likewise, whosoever he be of you that 
forsaketh not all that he hath, he cannot be my disciple. 
18:13 And the publican, standing afar off, would not lift up 
so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote upon his 
breast, saying, God be merciful to me a sinner. 
18:14 I tell you, this man went down to his house justified 
rather than the other: for every one that exalteth himself 
shall be abased; and he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

24:47 And that repentance and remission of sins should be 
preached in his name among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem. 

John 3:16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his 

only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him should 

not perish, but have everlasting life. 

6:37 All that the Father giveth me shall come to me; and 

him that cometh to me I will in no wise cast out. 

6:44 No man can come to me, except the Father which 

hath sent me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last 

day. 

10:14 I am the good shepherd, and know my sheep, and 
am known of mine. 

10:15 As the Father knoweth me, even so know I the 
Father: and I lay down my life for the sheep. 
10:26 But ye believe not, because ye are not of my sheep, 
as I said unto you. 

10:27 My sheep hear my voice, and I know them, and they 
follow me: 

10:28 And I give unto them eternal life; and they shall never 
perish, neither shall any man pluck them out of my hand. 



10:29 My Father, which gave them me, is greater than all; 

and no man is able to pluck them out of my Father's hand. 

17:6 I have manifested thy name unto the men which thou 

gavest me out of the world: thine they were, and thou 

gavest them me; and they have kept thy word. 

17:9 I pray for them: I pray not for the world, but for them 

which thou hast given me; for they are thine. 

19:30 When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, he 

said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave up the 

ghost. 

Acts 2:21 And it shall come to pass, that whosoever shall 

call on the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

3:19 Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your sins 

may be blotted out, when the times of refreshing shall 

come from the presence of the Lord. 

3:23 And it shall come to pass, that every soul, which will 

not hear that prophet, shall be destroyed from among the 

people. 

13:47 For so hath the Lord commanded us, saying, I have 
set thee to be a light of the Gentiles, that thou shouldest be 
for salvation unto the ends of the earth. 
13:48 And when the Gentiles heard this, they were glad, 
and glorified the word of the Lord: and as many as were 
ordained to eternal life believed. 

17:30 And the times of this ignorance God winked at; but 
now commandeth all men everywhere to repent: 

Romans 1:16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ: for it is the power of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and also to the Greek. 
1:18 For the wrath of God is revealed from heaven against 
all ungodliness and unrighteousness of men, who hold the 
truth in unrighteousness; 

1:21 Because that, when they knew God, they glorified him 
not as God, neither were thankful; but became vain in their 
imaginations, and their foolish heart was darkened. 
1:22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became fools, 
3:3 For what if some did not believe? shall their unbelief 
make the faith of God without effect? 
3:4 God forbid: yea, let God be true, but every man a liar; 
as it is written, That thou mightest be justified in thy 
sayings, and mightest overcome when thou art judged. 
3:5 But if our unrighteousness commend the righteousness 
of God, what shall we say? Is God unrighteous who taketh 
vengeance? (I speak as a man) 
3:6 God forbid: for then how shall God judge the world? 
3:10 As it is written, There is none righteous, no, not one: 
3:1 1 There is none that understandeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God. 

3:12 They are all gone out of the way, they are together 
become unprofitable; there is none that doeth good, no, not 
one. 

3:18 There is no fear of God before their eyes. 

3:23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 

God; 

4:8 Blessed is the man to whom the Lord will not impute 
sin. 

5:8 But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while 
we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 
5:10 For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled to 
God by the death of his Son, much more, being reconciled, 
we shall be saved by his life. 



6:17 But God be thanked, that ye were the servants of sin, 
but ye have obeyed from the heart that form of doctrine 
which was delivered you. 

6:18 Being then made free from sin, ye became the 
servants of righteousness. 

6:22 But now being made free from sin, and become 
servants to God, ye have your fruit unto holiness, and the 
end everlasting life. 

8:28 And we know that all things work together for good to 
them that love God, to them who are the called according 
to his purpose. 

8:29 For whom he did foreknow, he also did predestinate to 

be conformed to the image of his Son, that he might be the 

firstborn among many brethren. 

8:30 Moreover whom he did predestinate, them he also 

called: and whom he called, them he also justified: and 

whom he justified, them he also glorified. 

8:32 He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up 

for us all, how shall he not with him also freely give us all 

things? 

8:38 For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor 
angels, nor principalities, nor powers, northings present, 
northings to come, 

8:39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be 
able to separate us from the love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. 

9:15 For he saith to Moses, I will have mercy on whom I will 
have mercy, and I will have compassion on whom I will 
have compassion. 

9:16 So then it is not of him that willeth, nor of him that 

runneth, but of God that sheweth mercy. 

9:18 Therefore hath he mercy on whom he will have mercy, 

and whom he will he hardeneth. 

9:19 Thou wilt say then unto me, Why doth he yet find 

fault? For who hath resisted his will? 

9:20 Nay but, O man, who art thou that repliest against 

God? Shall the thing formed say to him that formed it, Why 

hast thou made me thus? 

9:21 Hath not the potter power over the clay, of the same 
lump to make one vessel unto honour, and another unto 
dishonour? 

10:9 That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath raised 
him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
10:10 For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation. 
10:1 1 For the scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on him 
shall not be ashamed. 

10:13 For whosoever shall call upon the name of the Lord 
shall be saved. 

10:14 How then shall they call on him in whom they have 
not believed? and how shall they believe in him of whom 
they have not heard? and how shall they hear without a 
preacher? 

10:15 And how shall they preach, except they be sent? as it 
is written, How beautiful are the feet of them that preach 
the gospel of peace, and bring glad tidings of good things! 
10:17 So then faith cometh by hearing, and hearing by the 
word of God. 

12:20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he 
thirst, give him drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap coals 
of fire on his head. 



1 Corinthians 1 :21 For after that in the wisdom of God the 
world by wisdom knew not God, it pleased God by the 
foolishness of preaching to save them that believe. 

1:23 But we preach Christ crucified, unto the Jews a 
stumblingblock, and unto the Greeks foolishness; 
1:24 But unto them which are called, both Jews and 
Greeks, Christ the power of God, and the wisdom of God. 
1:25 Because the foolishness of God is wiser than men; 
and the weakness of God is stronger than men. 
1:26 For ye see your calling, brethren, how that not many 
wise men after the flesh, not many mighty, not many noble, 
are called: 

1:27 But God hath chosen the foolish things of the world to 

confound the wise; and God hath chosen the weak things 

of the world to confound the things which are mighty; 

1:28 And base things of the world, and things which are 

despised, hath God chosen, yea, and things which are not, 

to bring to nought things that are: 

1:29 That no flesh should glory in his presence. 

2:2 For I determined not to know any thing among you, 

save Jesus Christ, and him crucified. 

2:3 And I was with you in weakness, and in fear, and in 

much trembling. 

2:4 And my speech and my preaching was not with enticing 
words of man's wisdom, but in demonstration of the Spirit 
and of power: 

2:5 That your faith should not stand in the wisdom of men, 
but in the power of God. 

2:14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither can 
he know them, because they are spiritually discerned. 
3:7 So then neither is he that planteth any thing, neither he 
that watereth; but God that giveth the increase. 

2 Corinthians 4:4 In whom the god of this world hath 
blinded the minds of them which believe not, lest the light of 
the glorious gospel of Christ, who is the image of God, 
should shine unto them. 

4:5 For we preach not ourselves, but Christ Jesus the Lord; 
and ourselves your servants for Jesus' sake. 
4:6 For God, who commanded the light to shine out of 
darkness, hath shined in our hearts, to give the light of the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ. 
1 1 :3 But I fear, lest by any means, as the serpent beguiled 
Eve through his subtilty, so your minds should be corrupted 
from the simplicity that is in Christ. 

Ephesians 1:4 According as he hath chosen us in him 
before the foundation of the world, that we should be holy 
and without blame before him in love: 
1:5 Having predestinated us unto the adoption of children 
by Jesus Christ to himself, according to the good pleasure 
of his will, 

1 :6 To the praise of the glory of his grace, wherein he hath 

made us accepted in the beloved. 

1:7 In whom we have redemption through his blood, the 

forgiveness of sins, according to the riches of his grace; 

1:8 Wherein he hath abounded toward us in all wisdom and 

prudence; 

1:9 Having made known unto us the mystery of his will, 
according to his good pleasure which he hath purposed in 
himself: 

1:10 That in the dispensation of the fulness of times he 



might gather together in one all things in Christ, both which 

are in heaven, and which are on earth; even in him: 

1:11 In whom also we have obtained an inheritance, being 

predestinated according to the purpose of him who worketh 

all things after the counsel of his own will: 

1:18 The eyes of your understanding being enlightened; 

that ye may know what is the hope of his calling, and what 

the riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints, 

1:19 And what is the exceeding greatness of his power to 

us-ward who believe, according to the working of his mighty 

power, 

2:1 And you hath he quickened, who were dead in 
trespasses and sins; 

2:4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for his great love 
wherewith he loved us, 

2:5 Even when we were dead in sins, hath quickened us 

together with Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

2:7 That in the ages to come he might shew the exceeding 

riches of his grace in his kindness toward us through Christ 

Jesus. 

2:8 For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not of 

yourselves: it is the gift of God: 

2:9 Not of works, lest any man should boast. 

2:10 For we are his workmanship, created in Christ Jesus 

unto good works, which God hath before ordained that we 

should walk in them. 

2:13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far 
off are made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
2:17 And came and preached peace to you which were afar 
off, and to them that were nigh. 

4:1 I therefore, the prisoner of the Lord, beseech you that 
ye walk worthy of the vocation wherewith ye are called, 
4:4 There is one body, and one Spirit, even as ye are called 
in one hope of your calling; 

4:7 But unto every one of us is given grace according to the 
measure of the gift of Christ. 

4:15 But speaking the truth in love, may grow up into him in 

all things, which is the head, even Christ: 

4:18 Having the understanding darkened, being alienated 

from the life of God through the ignorance that is in them, 

because of the blindness of their heart: 

4:23 And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; 

6:1 1 Put on the whole armour of God, that ye may be able 

to stand against the wiles of the devil. 

Philippians 1 :6 Being confident of this very thing, that he 
which hath begun a good work in you will perform it until the 
day of Jesus Christ: 

2:12 Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have always obeyed, 
not as in my presence only, but now much more in my 
absence, work out your own salvation with fear and 
trembling. 

2:13 For it is God which worketh in you both to will and to 
do of his good pleasure. 

4:1 Therefore, my brethren dearly beloved and longed for, 
my joy and crown, so stand fast in the Lord, my dearly 
beloved. 

1 Thessalonians 2:19 For what is our hope, or joy, or 
crown of rejoicing? Are not even ye in the presence of our 
Lord Jesus Christ at his coming? 
2:20 For ye are our glory and joy. 



2 Thessalonians 1:8 In flaming fire taking vengeance on 
them that know not God, and that obey not the gospel of 
our Lord Jesus Christ: 

2 Timothy 1 :9 Who hath saved us, and called us with an 
holy calling, not according to our works, but according to 
his own purpose and grace, which was given us in Christ 
Jesus before the world began, 

2:10 Therefore I endure all things for the elect's sakes, that 
they may also obtain the salvation which is in Christ Jesus 
with eternal glory. 

2:12 If we suffer, we shall also reign with him: if we deny 
him, he also will deny us: 

2:13 If we believe not, yet he abideth faithful: he cannot 
deny himself. 

2:14 Of these things put them in remembrance, charging 

them before the Lord that they strive not about words to no 

profit, but to the subverting of the hearers. 

2:15 Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a workman 

that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing the word of 

truth. 

2:16 But shun profane and vain babblings: for they will 
increase unto more ungodliness. 

2:21 If a man therefore purge himself from these, he shall 
be a vessel unto honour, sanctified, and meet for the 
master's use, and prepared unto every good work. 
2:23 But foolish and unlearned questions avoid, knowing 
that they do gender strifes. 

2:24 And the servant of the Lord must not strive; but be 

gentle unto all men, apt to teach, patient, 

2:25 In meekness instructing those that oppose 

themselves; if God peradventure will give them repentance 

to the acknowledging of the truth; 

4:8 Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of 

righteousness, which the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 

give me at that day: and not to me only, but unto all them 

also that love his appearing. 

Hebrews 4:1 Let us therefore fear, lest, a promise being 
left us of entering into his rest, any of you should seem to 
come short of it. 

4:2 For unto us was the gospel preached, as well as unto 
them: but the word preached did not profit them, not being 
mixed with faith in them that heard it. 
4:3 For we which have believed do enter into rest, as he 
said, As I have sworn in my wrath, if they shall enter into 
my rest: although the works were finished from the 
foundation of the world. 

4:4 For he spake in a certain place of the seventh day on 
this wise, And God did rest the seventh day from all his 
works. 

4:6 Seeing therefore it remaineth that some must enter 
therein, and they to whom it was first preached entered not 
in because of unbelief: 

4:7 Again, he limiteth a certain day, saying in David, To 

day, after so long a time; as it is said, To day if ye will hear 

his voice, harden not your hearts. 

4:10 For he that is entered into his rest, he also hath 

ceased from his own works, as God did from his. 

4:1 1 Let us labour therefore to enter into that rest, lest any 

man fall after the same example of unbelief. 

1 1 :6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for he 

that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that he is a 



rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 
13:9 Be not carried about with divers and strange doctrines. 
For it is a good thing that the heart be established with 
grace; not with meats, which have not profited them that 
have been occupied therein. 

James 3:1 My brethren, be not many masters, knowing 
that we shall receive the greater condemnation. 
3:2 For in many things we offend all. If any man offend not 
in word, the same is a perfect man, and able also to bridle 
the whole body. 

1 Peter 1 :2 Elect according to the foreknowledge of God 
the Father, through sanctification of the Spirit, unto 
obedience and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus Christ: 
Grace unto you, and peace, be multiplied. 

1:3 Blessed be the God and Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, which according to his abundant mercy hath 
begotten us again unto a lively hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the dead, 

1:4 To an inheritance incorruptible, and undefiled, and that 

fadeth not away, reserved in heaven for you, 

1 :5 Who are kept by the power of God through faith unto 

salvation ready to be revealed in the last time. 

1:6 Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though now for a season, if 

need be, ye are in heaviness through manifold temptations: 

1 :7 That the trial of your faith, being much more precious 

than of gold that perisheth, though it be tried with fire, might 

be found unto praise and honour and glory at the appearing 

of Jesus Christ: 

2:25 For ye were as sheep going astray; but are now 
returned unto the Shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 
3:18 For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might bring us to God, being put to death 
in the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: 

2 Peter 3:8 But, beloved, be not ignorant of this one thing, 
that one day is with the Lord as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. 

3:9 The Lord is not slack concerning his promise, as some 
men count slackness; but is longsuffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, but that all should come to 
repentance. 

1 John 2:2 And he is the propitiation for our sins: and not 
for our's only, but also for the sins of the whole world. 
4:15 Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is the Son of 
God, God dwelleth in him, and he in God. 
5:1 Whosoever believeth that Jesus is the Christ is born of 
God: and every one that loveth him that begat loveth him 
also that is begotten of him. 

Revelation 22:17 And the Spirit and the bride say, Come. 
And let him that heareth say, Come. And let him that is 
athirst come. And whosoever will, let him take the water of 
life freely.

1 Corinthians 14:8 For if the trumpet give an uncertain 
sound, who shall prepare himself to the battle? 

1 Thessalonians 5:21 Prove all things; hold fast that 
which is good. 

Matthew 7:21 Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that 
doeth the will of my Father which is in heaven. 

2 Corinthians 4:16 For which cause we faint not; but 
though our outward man perish, yet the inward man is 
renewed day by day. 

4:17 For our light affliction, which is but for a moment, 
worketh for us a far more exceeding and eternal weight 
of glory; 

John 15:18 If the world hate you, ye know that it hated 
me before it hated you. 

15:19 If ye were of the world, the world would love his 
own: but because ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world, therefore the world hateth 
you. 

15:20 Remember the word that I said unto you, The 
servant is not greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also persecute you; if they have 
kept my saying, they will keep yours also. 

Ephesians 6:10 Finally, my brethren, be strong in the 

Lord, and in the power of his might. 

6:1 1 Put on the whole armour of God, that ye may be 

able to stand against the wiles of the devil. 

6:12 For we wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 

against principalities, against powers, against the rulers 

of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 

wickedness in high places. 

6:13 Wherefore take unto you the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in the evil day, and 
having done all, to stand. 

6:14 Stand therefore, having your loins girt about with 
truth, and having on the breastplate of righteousness; 
6:15 And your feet shod with the preparation of the 
gospel of peace; 

6:16 Above all, taking the shield of faith, wherewith ye 
shall be able to quench all the fiery darts of the wicked. 
6:17 And take the helmet of salvation, and the sword of 
the Spirit, which is the word of God: 
6:18 Praying always with all prayer and supplication in 
the Spirit, and watching thereunto with all perseverance 
and supplication for all saints; 

Galatians 5:1 Stand fast therefore in the liberty 
wherewith Christ hath made us free, and be not 
entangled again with the yoke of bondage. 
5:13 For, brethren, ye have been called unto liberty; only 
use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love 
serve one another. 

5:16 This I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and ye shall not 
fulfil the lust of the flesh.

5:8 For ye were sometimes darkness, but now are ye 

light in the Lord: walk as children of light: 

Romans 3:10 As it is written, There is none righteous, 
no, not one: 

3:1 1 There is none that understandeth, there is none that 
seeketh after God. 

3:20 Therefore by the deeds of the law there shall no 

flesh be justified in his sight: 

for by the law is the knowledge of sin. 

3:21 But now the righteousness of God without the law is 

manifested, being 

witnessed by the law and the prophets; 

3:22 Even the righteousness of God which is by faith of 

Jesus Christ unto all and 

upon all them that believe: for there is no difference: 
3:23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God; 

3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 
3:27 Where is boasting then? It is excluded. By what 
law? of works? Nay: but by the law of faith. 

Galations 5:14 For all the law is fulfilled in one word, 
even in this; Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 
6:2 Bear ye one another's burdens, and so fulfil the law 
of Christ. 

Colossians 2:18 Let no man beguile you of your reward 
in a voluntary humility and worshipping of angels, 
intruding into those things which he hath not seen, vainly 
puffed up by his fleshly mind, 

1 Corinthians 1:18 For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God. 

Proverbs 3:5 Trust in the LORD with all thine heart; and 
lean not unto thine own understanding. 
3:6 In all thy ways acknowledge him, and he shall direct 
thy paths.

but judge this rather, that no man put a stumblingblock or 

an occasion to fall in his brother's way. 

14:14 I know, and am persuaded by the Lord Jesus, that 

there is nothing unclean of itself: but to him that 

esteemeth any thing to be unclean, to him it is unclean. 

14:15 But if thy brother be grieved with thy meat, now 

walkest thou not charitably. Destroy not him with thy 

meat, for whom Christ died. 

14:16 Let not then your good be evil spoken of: 

14:17 For the kingdom of God is not meat and drink; but 

righteousness, and peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

14:18 For he that in these things serveth Christ is 

acceptable to God, and approved of men. 

14:19 Let us therefore follow after the things which make 

for peace, and things wherewith one may edify another. 

14:20 For meat destroy not the work of God. All things 

indeed are pure; but it is evil for that man who eateth with 

offence. 

14:21 It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
any thing whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, 
or is made weak. 

14:22 Hast thou faith? have it to thyself before God. 
Happy is he that condemneth not himself in that thing 
which he alloweth. 

14:23 And he that doubteth is damned if he eat, because 
he eateth not of faith: for whatsoever is not of faith is sin. 

Psalms 51:7 Purge me with hyssop, and I shall be 
clean: wash me, and I shall be whiter than snow. 

1 John 1 :8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive 

ourselves, and the truth is not in us. 

1:9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 

forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 

unrighteousness. 

John 3:16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 



should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

3:17 For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 

the world; but that the world through him might be saved.

Acts 17:1 1 These were more noble than those in 
Thessalonica, in that they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, and searched the scriptures daily, 
whether those things were so. 

Galatians 1 :8 But though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you than that which we 
have preached unto you, let him be accursed. 

1 Thessalonians 2:13 For this cause also thank we 
God without ceasing, because, when ye received the 
word of God which ye heard of us, ye received it not as 
the word of men, but as it is in truth, the word of God, 
which effectually worketh also in you that believe.

forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 

unrighteousness. 

2:15 Love not the world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the love of the Father is 
not in him. 

2:16 For all that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, and 
the lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, is not of the 
Father, but is of the world. 

2:17 And the world passeth away, and the lust thereof: 
but he that doeth the will of God abideth for ever. 
3:13 Marvel not, my brethren, if the world hate you. 

1 Corinthians 1:18 For the preaching of the cross is to 
them that perish foolishness; but unto us which are 
saved it is the power of God. 

2 Corinthians 6:17 Wherefore come out from among 
them, and be ye separate, saith the Lord, and touch not 
the unclean thing; and I will receive you. 

7:1 Having therefore these promises, dearly beloved, let 
us cleanse ourselves from all filthiness of the flesh and 
spirit, perfecting holiness in the fear of God. 

John 3:16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting life. 
3:17 For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn 
the world; but that the world through him might be saved. 

2 Timothy 2:16 But shun profane and vain babblings: 
for they will increase unto more ungodliness. 

Hebrews 11:13 These all died in faith, not having 
received the promises, but having seen them afar off, 
and were persuaded of them, and embraced them, and 
confessed that they were strangers and pilgrims on the 
earth. 

11:14 For they that say such things declare plainly that 
they seek a country. 

11:15 And truly, if they had been mindful of that country 
from whence they came out, they might have had 
opportunity to have returned. 

11:16 But now they desire a better country, that is, an 
heavenly: wherefore God is not ashamed to be called 
their God: for he hath prepared for them a city. 
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angels 

Genesis 3:22 And the LORD God said, Behold, the man 
is become as one of us, to know good and evil: and now, 
lest he put forth his hand, and take also of the tree of life, 
and eat, and live for ever: 

3:24 So he drove out the man; and he placed at the east 
of the garden of Eden Cherubims, and a flaming sword 
which turned every way, to keep the way of the tree of 
life. 

18:1 And the LORD appeared unto him in the plains of 
Mamre: and he sat in the tent door in the heat of the day; 
18:2 And he lift up his eyes and looked, and, lo, three 
men stood by him: and when he saw them , he ran to 
meet them from the tent door, and bowed himself toward 
the ground, 

18:3 And said, My Lord, if now I have found favour in thy 
sight, pass not away, I pray thee, from thy servant: 
18:4 Let a little water, I pray you, be fetched, and wash 
your feet, and rest yourselves under the tree: 
18:5 And I will fetch a morsel of bread, and comfort ye 
your hearts; after that ye shall pass on: for therefore are 
ye come to your servant. And they said, So do, as thou 
hast said. 

18:8 And he took butter, and milk, and the calf which he 

had dressed, and set it before them; and he stood by 

them under the tree, and they did eat. 

18:22 And the men turned their faces from thence, and 

went toward Sodom: but Abraham stood yet before the 

LORD. 

19:1 And there came two angels to Sodom at even; and 
Lot sat in the gate of Sodom: and Lot seeing them rose 
up to meet them; and he bowed himself with his face 
toward the ground; 

21:17 And God heard the voice of the lad; and the angel 
of God called to Hagar out of heaven, and said unto her, 
What aileth thee, Hagar? fear not; for God hath heard 
the voice of the lad where he is. 

21:18 Arise, lift up the lad, and hold him in thine hand; for 
I will make him a great nation. 

I Kings 19:5 And as he lay and slept under a juniper 
tree, behold, then an angel touched him, and said unto 
him, Arise and eat. 

19:6 And he looked, and, behold, there was a cake 
baken on the coals, and a cruse of water at his head. 
And he did eat and drink, and laid him down again. 
19:7 And the angel of the LORD came again the second 
time, and touched him, and said, Arise and eat; because 
the journey is too great for thee. 

II Kings 6:15 And when the servant of the man of God 
was risen early, and gone forth, behold, an host 
compassed the city both with horses and chariots. And 
his servant said unto him, Alas, my master! how shall we 
do? 

6:16 And he answered, Fear not: for they that be with us 
are more than they that be with them. 
6:17 And Elisha prayed, and said, LORD, I pray thee, 
open his eyes, that he may see. And the LORD opened 
the eyes of the young man; and he saw: and, behold, the 
mountain was full of horses and chariots of fire round 



about Elisha. 

19:35 And it came to pass that night, that the angel of 
the LORD went out, and smote in the camp of the 
Assyrians an hundred fourscore and five thousand: and 
when they arose early in the morning, behold, they were 
all dead corpses. 

Psalms 34:7 The angel of the LORD encampeth round 

about them that fear him, and delivereth them. 

35:5 Let them be as chaff before the wind: and let the 

angel of the LORD chase them . 

103:20 Bless the LORD, ye his angels, that excel in 

strength, that do his commandments, hearkening unto 

the voice of his word. 

148:2 Praise ye him, all his angels: praise ye him, all his 
hosts. 

148:5 Let them praise the name of the LORD: for he 
commanded, and they were created. 

Isaiah 6:1 In the year that king Uzziah died I saw also 
the Lord sitting upon a throne, high and lifted up, and his 
train filled the temple. 

6:2 Above it stood the seraphims: each one had six 

wings; with twain he covered his face, and with twain he 

covered his feet, and with twain he did fly. 

6:3 And one cried unto another, and said, Holy, holy, 

holy, is the LORD of hosts: the whole earth is full of his 

glory. 

Daniel 9:21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in prayer, even 

the man Gabriel, whom I had seen in the vision at the 

beginning, being caused to fly swiftly, touched me about 

the time of the evening oblation. 

9:22 And he informed me, and talked with me, and said, 

O Daniel, I am now come forth to give thee skill and 

understanding. 

10:10 And, behold, an hand touched me, which set me 
upon my knees and upon the palms of my hands. 
10:11 And he said unto me, O Daniel, a man greatly 
beloved, understand the words that I speak unto thee, 
and stand upright: for unto thee am I now sent. And 
when he had spoken this word unto me, I stood 
trembling. 

10:12 Then said he unto me, Fear not, Daniel: for from 
the first day that thou didst set thine heart to understand, 
and to chasten thyself before thy God, thy words were 
heard, and I am come for thy words. 
10:13 But the prince of the kingdom of Persia withstood 
me one and twenty days: but, lo, Michael, one of the 
chief princes, came to help me; and I remained there 
with the kings of Persia. 

10:14 Now I am come to make thee understand what 
shall befall thy people in the latter days: for yet the vision 
is for many days. 

10:16 And, behold, one like the similitude of the sons of 
men touched my lips: then I opened my mouth, and 
spake, and said unto him that stood before me, O my 
lord, by the vision my sorrows are turned upon me, and I 
have retained no strength. 

10:18 Then there came again and touched me one like 
the appearance of a man, and he strengthened me, 
10:21 But I will shew thee that which is noted in the 
scripture of truth: and there is none that holdeth with me 



in these things, but Michael your prince. 
12:1 And at that time shall Michael stand up, the great 
prince which standeth for the children of thy people: and 
there shall be a time of trouble, such as never was since 
there was a nation even to that same time: and at that 
time thy people shall be delivered, every one that shall 
be found written in the book. 

Matthew 1 :20 But while he thought on these things, 
behold, the angel of the Lord appeared unto him in a 
dream, saying, Joseph, thou son of David, fear not to 
take unto thee Mary thy wife: for that which is conceived 
in her is of the Holy Ghost. 

2:13 And when they were departed, behold, the angel of 
the Lord appeareth to Joseph in a dream, saying, Arise, 
and take the young child and his mother, and flee into 
Egypt, and be thou there until I bring thee word: for 
Herod will seek the young child to destroy him. 
4:10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. 

4:11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels 
came and ministered unto him. 
18:10 Take heed that ye despise not one of these little 
ones; for I say unto you, That in heaven their angels do 
always behold the face of my Father which is in heaven. 
24:31 And he shall send his angels with a great sound of 
a trumpet, and they shall gather together his elect from 
the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 
24:36 But of that day and hour knoweth no man, no, not 
the angels of heaven, but my Father only. 
26:53 Thinkest thou that I cannot now pray to my Father, 
and he shall presently give me more than twelve legions 
of angels? 

28:2 And, behold, there was a great earthquake: for the 
angel of the Lord descended from heaven, and came 
and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat upon it. 
28:3 His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment 
white as snow: 

28:5 And the angel answered and said unto the women, 
Fear not ye: for I know that ye seek Jesus, which was 
crucified. 

Mark 12:25 For when they shall rise from the dead, they 
neither marry, nor are given in marriage; but are as the 
angels which are in heaven. 

Luke 1:13 But the angel said unto him, Fear not, 
Zacharias: for thy prayer is heard; and thy wife Elisabeth 
shall bear thee a son, and thou shalt call his name John. 
1:14 And thou shalt have joy and gladness; and many 
shall rejoice at his birth. 

1:19 And the angel answering said unto him, I am 
Gabriel, that stand in the presence of God; and am sent 
to speak unto thee, and to shew thee these glad tidings. 
1:26 And in the sixth month the angel Gabriel was sent 
from God unto a city of Galilee, named Nazareth, 
1:28 And the angel came in unto her, and said, Hail, thou 
that art highly favoured, the Lord is with thee: blessed art 
thou among women. 

1:29 And when she saw him , she was troubled at his 
saying, and cast in her mind what manner of salutation 
this should be. 



1:30 And the angel said unto her, Fear not, Mary: for 
thou hast found favour with God. 
2:9 And, lo, the angel of the Lord came upon them, and 
the glory of the Lord shone round about them: and they 
were sore afraid. 

2:10 And the angel said unto them, Fear not: for, behold, 
I bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people. 

15:10 Likewise, I say unto you, there is joy in the 
presence of the angels of God over one sinner that 
repenteth. 

16:22 And it came to pass, that the beggar died, and was 

carried by the angels into Abraham's bosom: the rich 

man also died, and was buried; 

20:36 Neither can they die any more: for they are equal 

unto the angels; and are the children of God, being the 

children of the resurrection. 

22:43 And there appeared an angel unto him from 

heaven, strengthening him. 

Acts 1:10 And while they looked stedfastly toward 
heaven as he went up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; 

5:19 But the angel of the Lord by night opened the prison 
doors, and brought them forth, and said, 
5:20 Go, stand and speak in the temple to the people all 
the words of this life. 

12:7 And, behold, the angel of the Lord came upon him, 
and a light shined in the prison: and he smote Peter on 
the side, and raised him up, saying, Arise up quickly. And 
his chains fell off from his hands. 

Hebrews 1 :7 And of the angels he saith, Who maketh 
his angels spirits, and his ministers a flame of fire. 
1:14 Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to 
minister for them who shall be heirs of salvation? 

I Peter 1 :12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto 
themselves, but unto us they did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven; which things the angels desire to 
look into. 

Jude 1 :6 And the angels which kept not their first estate, 
but left their own habitation, he hath reserved in 
everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of 
the great day. 

1:9 Yet Michael the archangel, when contending with the 
devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing accusation, but said, The Lord 
rebuke thee. 

Revelation 15:1 And I saw another sign in heaven, 
great and marvellous, seven angels having the seven 
last plagues; for in them is filled up the wrath of God. 
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bible 

Genesis 15:1 After these things the word of the LORD 
came unto Abram in a vision, saying, Fear not, Abram: I 
am thy shield, and thy exceeding great reward. 

Exodus 4:30 And Aaron spake all the words which the 
LORD had spoken unto Moses, and did the signs in the 
sight of the people. 

Numbers 4:45 These be those that were numbered of 
the families of the sons of Merari, whom Moses and 
Aaron numbered according to the word of the LORD by 
the hand of Moses. 

20:24 Aaron shall be gathered unto his people: for he 
shall not enter into the land which I have given unto the 
children of Israel, because ye rebelled against my word 
at the water of Meribah. 

22:38 And Balaam said unto Balak, Lo, I am come unto 
thee: have I now any power at all to say any thing? the 
word that God putteth in my mouth, that shall I speak. 
24:13 If Balak would give me his house full of silver and 
gold, I cannot go beyond the commandment of the 
LORD, to do either good or bad of mine own mind; but 
what the LORD saith, that will I speak? 

Deuteronomy 6:6 And these words, which I command 
thee this day, shall be in thine heart: 
9:10 And the LORD delivered unto me two tables of 
stone written with the finger of God; and on them was 
written according to all the words, which the LORD 
spake with you in the mount out of the midst of the fire in 
the day of the assembly. 

2 Kings 10:10 Know now that there shall fall unto the 
earth nothing of the word of the LORD, which the LORD 
spake concerning the house of Ahab: for the LORD hath 
done that which he spake by his servant Elijah. 

Psalms 33:6 By the word of the LORD were the 
heavens made; and all the host of them by the breath of 
his mouth. 

105:8 He hath remembered his covenant for ever, the 
word which he commanded to a thousand generations. 
119:10 With my whole heart have I sought thee: O let me 
not wander from thy commandments. 
119:11 Thy word have I hid in mine heart, that I might not 
sin against thee. 

119:12 Blessed art thou, O LORD: teach me thy statutes. 
119:17 Deal bountifully with thy servant, that I may live, 
and keep thy word. 

119:25 My soul cleaveth unto the dust: quicken thou me 
according to thy word. 

119:28 My soul melteth for heaviness: strengthen thou 
me according unto thy word. 
1 1 9:38 Stablish thy word unto thy servant, who is 
devoted to thy fear. 

1 1 9:89 For ever, O LORD, thy word is settled in heaven. 
130:5 I wait for the LORD, my soul doth wait, and in his 
word do I hope. 

Isaiah 1:10 Hear the word of the LORD, ye rulers of 



Sodom; give ear unto the law of our God, ye people of 
Gomorrah. 

40:8 The grass withereth, the flower fadeth: but the word 
of our God shall stand for ever. 

Zechariah 7:12 Yea, they made their hearts as an 
adamant stone, lest they should hear the law, and the 
words which the LORD of hosts hath sent in his spirit by 
the former prophets: therefore came a great wrath from 
the LORD of hosts. 

Matthew 4:4 But he answered and said, It is written, 
Man shall not live by bread alone, but by every word that 
proceedeth out of the mouth of God. 
4:6 And saith unto him, If thou be the Son of God, cast 
thyself down: for it is written, He shall give his angels 
charge concerning thee: and in their hands they shall 
bear thee up, lest at any time thou dash thy foot against 
a stone. 

4:7 Jesus said unto him, It is written again, Thou shalt 
not tempt the Lord thy God. 

4:10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. 

5:18 For verily I say unto you, Till heaven and earth pass, 
one jot or one tittle shall in no wise pass from the law, till 
all be fulfilled. 

21 :42 Jesus saith unto them, Did ye never read in the 

scriptures, The stone which the builders rejected, the 

same is become the head of the corner: this is the Lord's 

doing, and it is marvellous in our eyes? 

22:31 But as touching the resurrection of the dead, have 

ye not read that which was spoken unto you by God, 

saying, 

22:32 I am the God of Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob? God is not the God of the dead, 
but of the living. 

Luke 1:1 Forasmuch as many have taken in hand to set 
forth in order a declaration of those things which are 
most surely believed among us, 

1:2 Even as they delivered them unto us, which from the 
beginning were eyewitnesses, and ministers of the word; 
1:3 It seemed good to me also, having had perfect 
understanding of all things from the very first, to write 
unto thee in order, most excellent Theophilus, 
1 :4 That thou mightest know the certainty of those 
things, wherein thou hast been instructed. 

John 1:1 In the beginning was the Word, and the Word 

was with God, and the Word was God. 

1:14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 

us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only 

begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 

16:13 Howbeitwhen he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 

will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak of 

himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he 

speak: and he will shew you things to come. 

16:14 He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, 

and shall shew it unto you. 

1 Corinthians 2:10 But God hath revealed them unto us 



by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the 
deep things of God. 

2:1 1 For what man knoweth the things of a man, save 
the spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of 
God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. 
2:12 Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, 
but the spirit which is of God; that we might know the 
things that are freely given to us of God. 
2:13 Which things also we speak, not in the words which 
man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 
teacheth; comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 
2:14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 
Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither 
can he know them, because they are spiritually 
discerned. 

2:15 But he that is spiritual judgeth all things, yet he 
himself is judged of no man. 

2:16 For who hath known the mind of the Lord, that he 
may instruct him? But we have the mind of Christ. 

Galatians 1:11 But I certify you, brethren, that the 

gospel which was preached of me is not after man. 

1:12 For I neither received it of man, neither was I taught 

it, but by the revelation of Jesus Christ. 

3:16 Now to Abraham and his seed were the promises 

made. He saith not, And to seeds, as of many; but as of 

one, And to thy seed, which is Christ. 

3:17 And this I say, that the covenant, that was 

confirmed before of God in Christ, the law, which was 

four hundred and thirty years after, cannot disannul, that 

it should make the promise of none effect. 

Ephesians 1:18 The eyes of your understanding being 
enlightened; that ye may know what is the hope of his 
calling, and what the riches of the glory of his inheritance 
in the saints, 

4:11 And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; 
4:12 For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: 
4:13 Till we all come in the unity of the faith, and of the 
knowledge of the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto 
the measure of the stature of the fulness of Christ: 

1 Thessalonians 1 :5 For our gospel came not unto you 
in word only, but also in power, and in the Holy Ghost, 
and in much assurance; as ye know what manner of 
men we were among you for your sake. 

5:27 I charge you by the Lord that this epistle be read 
unto all the holy brethren. 

2 Timothy 2:14 Of these things put them in 
remembrance, charging them before the Lord that they 
strive not about words to no profit, but to the subverting 
of the hearers. 

2:15 Study to shew thyself approved unto God, a 
workman that needeth not to be ashamed, rightly dividing 
the word of truth. 

2:16 But shun profane and vain babblings: for they will 
increase unto more ungodliness. 
3:15 And that from a child thou hast known the holy 
scriptures, which are able to make thee wise unto 
salvation through faith which is in Christ Jesus. 



3:16 All scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is 
profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness: 

3:17 That the man of God may be perfect, throughly 
furnished unto all good works. 

Titus 1:2 In hope of eternal life, which God, that cannot 
lie, promised before the world began; 
1:3 But hath in due times manifested his word through 
preaching, which is committed unto me according to the 
commandment of God our Saviour; 

Hebrews 4:12 For the word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any twoedged sword, 
piercing even to the dividing asunder of soul and spirit, 
and of the joints and marrow, and is a discerner of the 
thoughts and intents of the heart. 
6:18 That by two immutable things, in which it was 
impossible for God to lie, we might have a strong 
consolation, who have fled for refuge to lay hold upon the 
hope set before us: 

1 1 :3 Through faith we understand that the worlds were 
framed by the word of God, so that things which are 
seen were not made of things which do appear. 

2 Peter 1 :20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the 
scripture is of any private interpretation. 
1 :21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost. 

3:15 And account that the longsuffering of our Lord is 
salvation; even as our beloved brother Paul also 
according to the wisdom given unto him hath written unto 
you; 3:16 As also in all his epistles, speaking in them of 
these things; in which are some things hard to be 
understood, which they that are unlearned and unstable 
wrest, as they do also the other scriptures, unto their own 
destruction. 

1 John 2:1 My little children, these things write I unto 
you, that ye sin not. And if any man sin, we have an 
advocate with the Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: 
2:27 But the anointing which ye have received of him 
abideth in you, and ye need not that any man teach you: 
but as the same anointing teacheth you of all things, and 
is truth, and is no lie, and even as it hath taught you, ye 
shall abide in him. 

Revelation 22:18 For I testify unto every man that 
heareth the words of the prophecy of this book, If any 
man shall add unto these things, God shall add unto him 
the plagues that are written in this book: 
22:19 And if any man shall take away from the words of 
the book of this prophecy, God shall take away his part 
out of the book of life, and out of the holy city, and from 
the things which are written in this book. 
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Jesus Christ 

Genesis 3:15 And I will put enmity between thee and 
the woman, and between thy seed and her seed; it shall 
bruise thy head, and thou shalt bruise his heel. 

Isaiah 9:6 For unto us a child is born, unto us a son is 
given: and the government shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Wonderful, Counsellor, The 
mighty God, The everlasting Father, The Prince of 
Peace. 

9:7 Of the increase of his government and peace there 
shall be no end, upon the throne of David, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to establish it with judgment and 
with justice from henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the LORD of hosts will perform this. 

Matthew 1:18 Now the birth of Jesus Christ was on this 
wise: When as his mother Mary was espoused to 
Joseph, before they came together, she was found with 
child of the Holy Ghost. 

1 :21 And she shall bring forth a son, and thou shalt call 
his name JESUS: for he shall save his people from their 
sins. 

3:16 And Jesus, when he was baptized, went up 
straightway out of the water: and, lo, the heavens were 
opened unto him, and he saw the Spirit of God 
descending like a dove, and lighting upon him: 
3:17 And lo a voice from heaven, saying, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased. 
4:1 Then was Jesus led up of the Spirit into the 
wilderness to be tempted of the devil. 
4:11 Then the devil leaveth him, and, behold, angels 
came and ministered unto him. 
9:36 But when he saw the multitudes, he was moved 
with compassion on them, because they fainted, and 
were scattered abroad, as sheep having no shepherd. 
9:40 And the King shall answer and say unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, Inasmuch as ye have done it unto one of 
the least of these my brethren, ye have done it unto me. 
26:39 And he went a little further, and fell on his face, 
and prayed, saying, O my Father, if it be possible, let this 
cup pass from me: nevertheless not as I will, but as thou 
wilt . 

Mark 2:10 But that ye may know that the Son of man 
hath power on earth to forgive sins, (he saith to the sick 
of the palsy,) 

9:7 And there was a cloud that overshadowed them: and 
a voice came out of the cloud, saying, This is my beloved 
Son: hear him. 

14:62 And Jesus said, I am: and ye shall see the Son of 
man sitting on the right hand of power, and coming in the 
clouds of heaven. 

Luke 1:35 And the angel answered and said unto her, 
The Holy Ghost shall come upon thee, and the power of 
the Highest shall overshadow thee: therefore also that 
holy thing which shall be born of thee shall be called the 
Son of God. 

2:7 For unto you is born this day in the city of David a 
Saviour, which is Christ the Lord. 



3:23 And Jesus himself began to be about thirty years of 
age, being (as was supposed) the son of Joseph, which 
was the son of Heli, 

3:38 Which was the son of Enos, which was the son of 
Seth, which was the son of Adam, which was the son of 
God. 

24:39 Behold my hands and my feet, that it is I myself: 
handle me, and see; for a spirit hath not flesh and bones, 
as ye see me have.

1:10 He was in the world, and the world was made by 

him, and the world knew him not. 

1:14 And the Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 

us, (and we beheld his glory, the glory as of the only 

begotten of the Father,) full of grace and truth. 

1:18 No man hath seen God at any time; the only 

begotten Son, which is in the bosom of the Father, he 

hath declared him. 

1 :29 The next day John seeth Jesus coming unto him, 
and saith, Behold the Lamb of God, which taketh away 
the sin of the world. 

5:22 For the Father judgeth no man, but hath committed 
all judgment unto the Son: 

5:23 That all men should honour the Son, even as they 

honour the Father. He that honoureth not the Son 

honoureth not the Father which hath sent him. 

5:24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth my 

word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath 

everlasting life, and shall not come into condemnation; 

but is passed from death unto life. 

5:27 And hath given him authority to execute judgment 

also, because he is the Son of man. 

5:30 I can of mine own self do nothing: as I hear, I judge: 

and my judgment is just; because I seek not mine own 

will, but the will of the Father which hath sent me. 

6:40 And this is the will of him that sent me, that every 

one which seeth the Son, and believeth on him, may 

have everlasting life: and I will raise him up at the last 

day. 

6:58 Jesus said unto them, Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Before Abraham was, I am. 
10:30 I and my Father are one. 

11:25 Jesus said unto her, I am the resurrection, and the 
life: he that believeth in me, though he were dead, yet 
shall he live: 

14:6 Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me. 
14:10 Believest thou not that I am in the Father, and the 
Father in me? the words that I speak unto you I speak 
not of myself: but the Father that dwelleth in me, he 
doeth the works. 

19:30 When Jesus therefore had received the vinegar, 
he said, It is finished: and he bowed his head, and gave 
up the ghost. 

Acts 5:31 Him hath God exalted with his right hand to 
be a Prince and a Saviour, for to give repentance to 
Israel, and forgiveness of sins. 
7:55 But he, being full of the Holy Ghost, looked up 
stedfastly into heaven, and saw the glory of God, and 
Jesus standing on the right hand of God, 



Romans 1 :3 Concerning his Son Jesus Christ our Lord, 
which was made of the seed of David according to the 
flesh; 

8:2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 

made me free from the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, in that it was weak 

through the flesh, God sending his own Son in the 

likeness of sinful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the 

flesh: 

10:9 That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that God hath 
raised him from the dead, thou shalt be saved. 
14:9 For to this end Christ both died, and rose, and 
revived, that he might be Lord both of the dead and 
living. 

1 Corinthians 8:6 But to us there is but one God, the 
Father, of whom are all things, and we in him; and one 
Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, and we by 
him. 

12:3 Wherefore I give you to understand, that no man 
speaking by the Spirit of God calleth Jesus accursed: 
and that no man can say that Jesus is the Lord, but by 
the Holy Ghost. 

2 Corinthians 5:19 To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, not imputing their 
trespasses unto them; and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation. 

Galatians 4:4 But when the fulness of the time was 
come, God sent forth his Son, made of a woman, made 
under the law, 

Ephesians 1:20 Which he wrought in Christ, when he 

raised him from the dead, and set him at his own right 

hand in the heavenly places , 

1:21 Far above all principality, and power, and might, 

and dominion, and every name that is named, not only in 

this world, but also in that which is to come: 

1:22 And hath put all things under his feet, and gave him 

to be the head over all things to the church, 

Philippians 2:7 But made himself of no reputation, and 
took upon him the form of a servant, and was made in 
the likeness of men: 

2:8 And being found in fashion as a man, he humbled 
himself, and became obedient unto death, even the 
death of the cross. 

2:9 Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, and 
given him a name which is above every name: 

Colossians 1:16 For by him were all things created, that 
are in heaven, and that are in earth, visible and invisible, 
whether they be thrones, or dominions, or principalities, 
or powers: all things were created by him, and for him: 
1:17 And he is before all things, and by him all things 
consist. 1:18 And he is the head of the body, the church: 
who is the beginning, the firstborn from the dead; that in 
all things he might have the preeminence. 
2:9 For in him dwelleth all the fulness of the Godhead 
bodily. 



Hebrews 1 :3 Who being the brightness of his glory, and 
the express image of his person, and upholding all things 
by the word of his power, when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on 
high; 

1:4 Being made so much better than the angels, as he 
hath by inheritance obtained a more excellent name than 
they. 

1 :5 For unto which of the angels said he at any time, 
Thou art my Son, this day have I begotten thee? And 
again, I will be to him a Father, and he shall be to me a 
Son? 

1:8 But unto the Son he saith , Thy throne, O God, is for 
ever and ever: a sceptre of righteousness is the sceptre 
of thy kingdom. 

2:9 But we see Jesus, who was made a little lower than 
the angels for the suffering of death, crowned with glory 
and honour; that he by the grace of God should taste 
death for every man. 

2:14 Forasmuch then as the children are partakers of 

flesh and blood, he also himself likewise took part of the 

same; that through death he might destroy him that had 

the power of death, that is, the devil; 

2:18 For in that he himself hath suffered being tempted, 

he is able to succour them that are tempted. 

4:15 For we have not an high priest which cannot be 

touched with the feeling of our infirmities; but was in all 

points tempted like as we are, yet without sin. 

1 Timothy 2:5 For there is one God, and one mediator 
between God and men, the man Christ Jesus; 

2 Timothy 4:1 I charge thee therefore before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his kingdom; 

1 John 4:2 Hereby know ye the Spirit of God: Every 
spirit that confesseth that Jesus Christ is come in the 
flesh is of God: 

5:12 He that hath the Son hath life; and he that hath not 
the Son of God hath not life. 

5:13 These things have I written unto you that believe on 
the name of the Son of God; that ye may know that ye 
have eternal life, and that ye may believe on the name of 
the Son of God. 

5:20 And we know that the Son of God is come, and hath 
given us an understanding, that we may know him that is 
true, and we are in him that is true, even in his Son 
Jesus Christ. This is the true God, and eternal life. 

Revelation 1:8 I am Alpha and Omega, the beginning 
and the ending, saith the Lord, which is, and which was, 
and which is to come, the Almighty. 
3:21 To him that overcometh will I grant to sit with me in 
my throne, even as I also overcame, and am set down 
with my Father in his throne. 
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church 

Nehemiah 8:2 And Ezra the priest brought the law 
before the congregation both of men and women, and all 
that could hear with understanding, upon the first day of 
the seventh month. 

8:5 And Ezra opened the book in the sight of all the 
people; (for he was above all the people;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 
8:6 And Ezra blessed the LORD, the great God. And all 
the people answered, Amen, Amen, with lifting up their 
hands: and they bowed their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD with their faces to the ground. 

Psalms 95:6 O come, let us worship and bow down: let 
us kneel before the LORD our maker. 

Daniel 3:18 But if not, be it known unto thee, O king, 
that we will not serve thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

Matthew 3:6 And were baptized of him in Jordan, 
confessing their sins. 

4:10 Then saith Jesus unto him, Get thee hence, Satan: 
for it is written, Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, and 
him only shalt thou serve. 

18:20 For where two or three are gathered together in 
my name, there am I in the midst of them. 
26:26 And as they were eating, Jesus took bread, and 
blessed it, and brake it, and gave it to the disciples, and 
said, Take, eat; this is my body. 

26:27 And he took the cup, and gave thanks, and gave it 
to them, saying, Drink ye all of it; 

26:28 For this is my blood of the new testament, which is 
shed for many for the remission of sins. 
28:19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing 
them in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost: 

28:20 Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I 
have commanded you: and, lo, I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world. Amen. 

Mark 1 :9 And it came to pass in those days, that Jesus 
came from Nazareth of Galilee, and was baptized of 
John in Jordan. 

16:16 He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not shall be damned. 

John 4:24 God is a Spirit: and they that worship him 

must worship him in spirit and in truth. 

6:29 Jesus answered and said unto them, This is the 

work of God, that ye believe on him whom he hath sent. 

6:44 No man can come to me, except the Father which 

hath sent me draw him: and I will raise him up at the last 

day. 

6:47 Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on 
me hath everlasting life. 

17:1 1 And now I am no more in the world, but these are 
in the world, and I come to thee. Holy Father, keep 
through thine own name those whom thou hast given 
me, that they may be one, as we are. 
17:21 That they all may be one; as thou, Father, art in 



me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us: that 
the world may believe that thou hast sent me. 

Acts 2:41 Then they that gladly received his word were 

baptized: and the same day there were added unto them 

about three thousand souls. 

2:42 And they continued stedfastly in the apostles' 

doctrine and fellowship, and in breaking of bread, and in 

prayers. 

1 1 :22 Then tidings of these things came unto the ears of 
the church which was in Jerusalem: and they sent forth 
Barnabas, that he should go as far as Antioch. 
1 1 :26 And when he had found him, he brought him unto 
Antioch. And it came to pass, that a whole year they 
assembled themselves with the church, and taught much 
people. And the disciples were called Christians first in 
Antioch. 

17:24 God that made the world and all things therein, 
seeing that he is Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth not 
in temples made with hands; 

17:25 Neither is worshipped with men's hands, as though 
he needed any thing, seeing he giveth to all life, and 
breath, and all things; 

John 1 :26 And he began to speak boldly in the 
synagogue: whom when Aquila and Priscilla had heard, 
they took him unto them, and expounded unto him the 
way of God more perfectly. 

1 :27 And when he was disposed to pass into Achaia, the 
brethren wrote, exhorting the disciples to receive him: 
who, when he was come, helped them much which had 
believed through grace: 

1:28 For he mightily convinced the Jews, and that 
publickly, shewing by the scriptures that Jesus was 
Christ. 

Romans 12:1 I beseech you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. 

12:3 For I say, through the grace given unto me, to every 
man that is among you, not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think; but to think soberly, 
according as God hath dealt to every man the measure 
of faith. 

12:4 For as we have many members in one body, and all 

members have not the same office: 

12:5 So we, being many, are one body in Christ, and 

every one members one of another. 

12:6 Having then gifts differing according to the grace 

that is given to us, whether prophecy, let us prophesy 

according to the proportion of faith; 

12:7 Or ministry, let us wait on our ministering: or he that 

teacheth, on teaching; 

12:8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhortation: he that giveth, 

let him do it with simplicity; he that ruleth, with diligence; 

he that sheweth mercy, with cheerfulness. 

12:9 Let love be without dissimulation. Abhor that which 

is evil; cleave to that which is good. 

12:10 Be kindly affectioned one to another with brotherly 

love; in honour preferring one another; 

12:1 1 Not slothful in business; fervent in spirit; serving 

the Lord; 



12:12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in tribulation; continuing 
instant in prayer; 

12:13 Distributing to the necessity of saints; given to 
hospitality. 

12:14 Bless them which persecute you: bless, and curse 
not. 

12:15 Rejoice with them that do rejoice, and weep with 
them that weep. 

12:16 Be of the same mind one toward another. Mind not 
high things, but condescend to men of low estate. Be not 
wise in your own conceits. 
12:18 If it be possible, as much as lieth in you, live 
peaceably with all men. 

12:19 Dearly beloved, avenge not yourselves, but rather 
give place unto wrath: for it is written, Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord. 
12:20 Therefore if thine enemy hunger, feed him; if he 
thirst, give him drink: for in so doing thou shalt heap 
coals of fire on his head. 

14:19 Let us therefore follow after the things which make 
for peace, and things wherewith one may edify another. 
14:21 It is good neither to eat flesh, nor to drink wine, nor 
any thing whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is offended, 
or is made weak. 

1 Corinthians 1:17 For Christ sent me not to baptize, 
but to preach the gospel: not with wisdom of words, lest 
the cross of Christ should be made of none effect. 
1:18 For the preaching of the cross is to them that perish 
foolishness; but unto us which are saved it is the power 
of God. 

7:17 But as God hath distributed to every man, as the 
Lord hath called every one, so let him walk. And so 
ordain I in all churches. 

10:1 Moreover, brethren, I would not that ye should be 
ignorant, how that all our fathers were under the cloud, 
and all passed through the sea; 
10:4 And did all drink the same spiritual drink: for they 
drank of that spiritual Rock that followed them: and that 
Rock was Christ. 

10:5 But with many of them God was not well pleased: 

for they were overthrown in the wilderness. 

12:4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same 

Spirit. 

12:5 And there are differences of administrations, but the 
same Lord. 

12:6 And there are diversities of operations, but it is the 
same God which worketh all in all. 
12:12 For as the body is one, and hath many members, 
and all the members of that one body, being many, are 
one body: so also is Christ. 

12:13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, 
whether we be Jews or Gentiles, whether we be bond or 
free; and have been all made to drink into one Spirit. 
14:33 For God is not the author of confusion, but of 
peace, as in all churches of the saints. 

Galatians 1:8 But though we, or an angel from heaven, 

preach any other gospel unto you than that which we 

have preached unto you, let him be accursed. 

3:26 For ye are all the children of God by faith in Christ 

Jesus. 

3:27 For as many of you as have been baptized into 



Christ have put on Christ. 

5:13 For, brethren, ye have been called unto liberty; only 
use not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love 
serve one another. 

5:14 For all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this; 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. 

Ephesians 1 :7 In whom we have redemption through 
his blood, the forgiveness of sins, according to the riches 
of his grace; 

1:22 And hath put all things under his feet, and gave him 
to be the head over all things to the church, 
3:14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father of 
our Lord Jesus Christ, 

4:6 One God and Father of all, who is above all, and 
through all, and in you all. 

4:1 1 And he gave some, apostles; and some, prophets; 
and some, evangelists; and some, pastors and teachers; 
4:12 For the perfecting of the saints, for the work of the 
ministry, for the edifying of the body of Christ: 
4:14 That we henceforth be no more children, tossed to 
and fro, and carried about with every wind of doctrine, by 
the sleight of men, and cunning craftiness, whereby they 
lie in wait to deceive; 

4:15 But speaking the truth in love, may grow up into him 

in all things, which is the head, even Christ: 

5:24 Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so 

let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 

5:25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also 

loved the church, and gave himself for it; 

5:30 For we are members of his body, of his flesh, and of 

his bones. 

Philippians 3:3 For we are the circumcision, which 
worship God in the spirit, and rejoice in Christ Jesus, and 
have no confidence in the flesh. 

Colossians 2:8 Beware lest any man spoil you through 
philosophy and vain deceit, after the tradition of men, 
after the rudiments of the world, and not after Christ. 

2 Timothy 1 :9 Who hath saved us, and called us with 
an holy calling, not according to our works, but according 
to his own purpose and grace, which was given us in 
Christ Jesus before the world began, 

Hebrews 9:1 1 But Christ being come an high priest of 
good things to come, by a greater and more perfect 
tabernacle, not made with hands, that is to say, not of 
this building; 

1 John 1 :7 But if we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 
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demons 

Leviticus 17:7 And they shall no more offer their 
sacrifices unto devils, after whom they have gone a 
whoring. This shall be a statute for ever unto them 
throughout their generations. 

Deuteronomy 32:17 They sacrificed unto devils, not to 
God; to gods whom they knew not, to new gods that 
came newly up, whom your fathers feared not. 

Psalms 1 06:37 Yea, they sacrificed their sons and their 
daughters unto devils, 

Matthew 8:28 And when he was come to the other side 
into the country of the Gergesenes, there met him two 
possessed with devils, coming out of the tombs, 
exceeding fierce, so that no man might pass by that way. 
8:29 And, behold, they cried out, saying, What have we 
to do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God? art thou come 
hither to torment us before the time? 
9:32 As they went out, behold, they brought to him a 
dumb man possessed with a devil. 
9:33 And when the devil was cast out, the dumb spake: 
and the multitudes marvelled, saying, It was never so 
seen in Israel. 

10:1 And when he had called unto him his twelve 
disciples, he gave them power against unclean spirits, to 
cast them out, and to heal all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease. 

12:22 Then was brought unto him one possessed with a 
devil, blind, and dumb: and he healed him, insomuch that 
the blind and dumb both spake and saw. 
17:18 And Jesus rebuked the devil; and he departed out 
of him: and the child was cured from that very hour. 
25:41 Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand, 
Depart from me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire, 
prepared for the devil and his angels: 

Mark 1 :34 And he healed many that were sick of divers 
diseases, and cast out many devils; and suffered not the 
devils to speak, because they knew him. 
5:5 And always, night and day, he was in the mountains, 
and in the tombs, crying, and cutting himself with stones. 
5:6 But when he saw Jesus afar off, he ran and 
worshipped him, 

5:7 And cried with a loud voice, and said, What have I to 
do with thee, Jesus, thou Son of the most high God? I 
adjure thee by God, that thou torment me not. 
5:8 For he said unto him, Come out of the man, thou 
unclean spirit. 

5:9 And he asked him, What is thy name? And he 

answered, saying, My name is Legion: for we are many. 

9:20 And they brought him unto him: and when he saw 

him, straightway the spirit tare him; and he fell on the 

ground, and wallowed foaming. 

9:21 And he asked his father, How long is it ago since 

this came unto him? And he said, Of a child. 

9:22 And ofttimes it hath cast him into the fire, and into 

the waters, to destroy him: but if thou canst do any thing, 

have compassion on us, and help us. 

9:23 Jesus said unto him, If thou canst believe, all things 



are possible to him that believeth. 

9:24 And straightway the father of the child cried out, and 

said with tears, Lord, I believe; help thou mine unbelief. 

9:25 When Jesus saw that the people came running 

together, he rebuked the foul spirit, saying unto him, 

Thou dumb and deaf spirit, I charge thee, come out of 

him, and enter no more into him. 

9:26 And the spirit cried, and rent him sore, and came 

out of him: and he was as one dead; insomuch that 

many said, He is dead. 

9:27 But Jesus took him by the hand, and lifted him up; 
and he arose. 

Luke 7:21 And in that same hour he cured many of their 
infirmities and plagues, and of evil spirits; and unto many 
that were blind he gave sight. 

8:27 And when he went forth to land, there met him out 
of the city a certain man, which had devils long time, and 
ware no clothes, neither abode in any house, but in the 
tombs. 

8:28 When he saw Jesus, he cried out, and fell down 
before him, and with a loud voice said, What have I to do 
with thee, Jesus, thou Son of God most high? I beseech 
thee, torment me not. 

8:29 (For he had commanded the unclean spirit to come 
out of the man. For oftentimes it had caught him: and he 
was kept bound with chains and in fetters; and he brake 
the bands, and was driven of the devil into the 
wilderness.) 

8:30 And Jesus asked him, saying, What is thy name? 
And he said, Legion: because many devils were entered 
into him. 

Acts 16:16 And it came to pass, as we went to prayer, a 
certain damsel possessed with a spirit of divination met 
us, which brought her masters much gain by 
soothsaying: 

19:16 And the man in whom the evil spirit was leaped on 
them, and overcame them, and prevailed against them, 
so that they fled out of that house naked and wounded. 

2 Corinthians 11:13 For such are false apostles, 
deceitful workers, transforming themselves into the 
apostles of Christ. 

11:14 And no marvel; for Satan himself is transformed 
into an angel of light. 

11:15 Therefore it is no great thing if his ministers also 
be transformed as the ministers of righteousness; whose 
end shall be according to their works. 

Ephesians 6:12 For we wrestle not against flesh and 
blood, but against principalities, against powers, against 
the rulers of the darkness of this world, against spiritual 
wickedness in high places. 

1 Timothy 4:1 Now the Spirit speaketh expressly, that in 
the latter times some shall depart from the faith, giving 
heed to seducing spirits, and doctrines of devils; 

James 2:17 Even so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone. 

2:18 Yea, a man may say, Thou hast faith, and I have 



works: shew me thy faith without thy works, and I will 

shew thee my faith by my works. 

2:19 Thou believest that there is one God; thou doest 

well: the devils also believe, and tremble. 

2:20 But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith without 

works is dead? 

3:15 This wisdom descendeth not from above, but is 
earthly, sensual, devilish. 

3:16 For where envying and strife is, there is confusion 
and every evil work. 

Jude 1 :6 And the angels which kept not their first estate, 
but left their own habitation, he hath reserved in 
everlasting chains under darkness unto the judgment of 
the great day. 

1:7 Even as Sodom and Gomorrha, and the cities about 
them in like manner, giving themselves over to 
fornication, and going after strange flesh, are set forth for 
an example, suffering the vengeance of eternal fire. 
1:8 Likewise also these filthy dreamers defile the flesh, 
despise dominion, and speak evil of dignities. 
1:9 Yet Michael the archangel, when contending with the 
devil he disputed about the body of Moses, durst not 
bring against him a railing accusation, but said, The Lord 
rebuke thee. 

1:10 But these speak evil of those things which they 
know not: but what they know naturally, as brute beasts, 
in those things they corrupt themselves. 

Revelation 16:13 And I saw three unclean spirits like 
frogs come out of the mouth of the dragon, and out of 
the mouth of the beast, and out of the mouth of the false 
prophet. 

16:14 For they are the spirits of devils, working miracles, 
which go forth unto the kings of the earth and of the 
whole world, to gather them to the battle of that great day 
of God Almighty. 
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end times 

Isaiah 13:9 Behold, the day of the LORD cometh, cruel 
both with wrath and fierce anger, to lay the land desolate: 
and he shall destroy the sinners thereof out of it. 
13:10 For the stars of heaven and the constellations 
thereof shall not give their light: the sun shall be 
darkened in his going forth, and the moon shall not 
cause her light to shine. 

13:1 1 And I will punish the world for their evil, and the 
wicked for their iniquity; and I will cause the arrogancy of 
the proud to cease, and will lay low the haughtiness of 
the terrible. 

33:24 And the inhabitant shall not say, I am sick: the 
people that dwell therein shall be forgiven their iniquity. 
65:17 For, behold, I create new heavens and a new 
earth: and the former shall not be remembered, nor 
come into mind. 

Jeremiah 3:17 At that time they shall call Jerusalem the 
throne of the LORD; and all the nations shall be gathered 
unto it, to the name of the LORD, to Jerusalem: neither 
shall they walk any more after the imagination of their 
evil heart. 

Daniel 2:44 And in the days of these kings shall the God 
of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never be 
destroyed: and the kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieces and consume all 
these kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. 
7:13 I saw in the night visions, and, behold, one like the 
Son of man came with the clouds of heaven, and came 
to the Ancient of days, and they brought him near before 
him. 

7:14 And there was given him dominion, and glory, and a 
kingdom, that all people, nations, and languages, should 
serve him: his dominion is an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his kingdom that which 
shall not be destroyed. 

Hosea 3:5 Afterward shall the children of Israel return, 
and seek the LORD their God, and David their king; and 
shall fear the LORD and his goodness in the latter days. 

Joel 2:10 The earth shall quake before them; the 
heavens shall tremble: the sun and the moon shall be 
dark, and the stars shall withdraw their shining: 
2:1 1 And the LORD shall utter his voice before his army: 
for his camp is very great: for he is strong that executeth 
his word: for the day of the LORD is great and very 
terrible; and who can abide it? 

Matthew 7:15 Beware of false prophets, which come to 
you in sheep's clothing, but inwardly they are ravening 
wolves. 

1 3:49 So shall it be at the end of the world: the angels 
shall come forth, and sever the wicked from among the 
just, 

24:2 And Jesus said unto them, See ye not all these 
things? verily I say unto you, There shall not be left here 
one stone upon another, that shall not be thrown down. 
24:4 And Jesus answered and said unto them, Take 



heed that no man deceive you. 

24:5 For many shall come in my name, saying, I am 

Christ; and shall deceive many. 

24:6 And ye shall hear of wars and rumours of wars: see 
that ye be not troubled: for all these things must come to 
pass, but the end is not yet. 

24:7 For nation shall rise against nation, and kingdom 
against kingdom: and there shall be famines, and 
pestilences, and earthquakes, in divers places. 
24:8 All these are the beginning of sorrows. 
24:9 Then shall they deliver you up to be afflicted, and 
shall kill you: and ye shall be hated of all nations for my 
name's sake. 

24:10 And then shall many be offended, and shall betray 
one another, and shall hate one another. 
24:11 And many false prophets shall rise, and shall 
deceive many. 

24:12 And because iniquity shall abound, the love of 
many shall wax cold. 

24:14 And this gospel of the kingdom shall be preached 
in all the world for a witness unto all nations; and then 
shall the end come. 

24:22 And except those days should be shortened, there 
should no flesh be saved: but for the elect's sake those 
days shall be shortened. 

24:27 For as the lightning cometh out of the east, and 
shineth even unto the west; so shall also the coming of 
the Son of man be. 

24:35 Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my words 
shall not pass away. 

24:42 Watch therefore: for ye know not what hour your 
Lord doth come. 

24:44 Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an hour as 
ye think not the Son of man cometh. 
25:31 When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and 
all the holy angels with him, then shall he sit upon the 
throne of his glory: 

25:32 And before him shall be gathered all nations: and 

he shall separate them one from another, as a shepherd 

divideth his sheep from the goats: 

25:34 Then shall the King say unto them on his right 

hand, Come, ye blessed of my Father, inherit the 

kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the 

world: 

Mark 9:1 And he said unto them, Verily I say unto you, 
That there be some of them that stand here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they have seen the kingdom of God 
come with power. 

13:14 But when ye shall see the abomination of 
desolation, spoken of by Daniel the prophet, standing 
where it ought not, (let him that readeth understand,) 
then let them that be in Judaea flee to the mountains: 

Luke 1 :33 And he shall reign over the house of Jacob 
for ever; and of his kingdom there shall be no end. 
17:24 For as the lightning, that lighteneth out of the one 
part under heaven, shineth unto the other part under 
heaven; so shall also the Son of man be in his day. 
17:31 In that day, he which shall be upon the housetop, 
and his stuff in the house, let him not come down to take 
it away: and he that is in the field, let him likewise not 
return back. 



17:33 Whosoever shall seek to save his life shall lose it; 
and whosoever shall lose his life shall preserve it. 
17:34 I tell you, in that night there shall be two men in 
one bed; the one shall be taken, and the other shall be 
left. 

17:35 Two women shall be grinding together; the one 
shall be taken, and the other left. 
17:36 Two men shall be in the field; the one shall be 
taken, and the other left. 

20:35 But they which shall be accounted worthy to obtain 
that world, and the resurrection from the dead, neither 
marry, nor are given in marriage: 
20:36 Neither can they die any more: for they are equal 
unto the angels; and are the children of God, being the 
children of the resurrection. 

21:20 And when ye shall see Jerusalem compassed with 
armies, then know that the desolation thereof is nigh. 
21 :21 Then let them which are in Judaea flee to the 
mountains; and let them which are in the midst of it 
depart out; and let not them that are in the countries 
enter thereinto. 

21 :22 For these be the days of vengeance, that all things 

which are written may be fulfilled. 

21 :23 But woe unto them that are with child, and to them 

that give suck, in those days! for there shall be great 

distress in the land, and wrath upon this people. 

21 :24 And they shall fall by the edge of the sword, and 

shall be led away captive into all nations: and Jerusalem 

shall be trodden down of the Gentiles, until the times of 

the Gentiles be fulfilled. 

21 :25 And there shall be signs in the sun, and in the 

moon, and in the stars; and upon the earth distress of 

nations, with perplexity; the sea and the waves roaring; 

21 :26 Men's hearts failing them for fear, and for looking 

after those things which are coming on the earth: for the 

powers of heaven shall be shaken. 

21 :27 And then shall they see the Son of man coming in 

a cloud with power and great glory. 

21 :28 And when these things begin to come to pass, 

then look up, and lift up your heads; for your redemption 

draweth nigh. 

John 5:28 Marvel not at this: for the hour is coming, in 
the which all that are in the graves shall hear his voice, 
5:29 And shall come forth; they that have done good, 
unto the resurrection of life; and they that have done evil, 
unto the resurrection of damnation. 
6:39 And this is the Father's will which hath sent me, that 
of all which he hath given me I should lose nothing, but 
should raise it up again at the last day. 

Acts 17:31 Because he hath appointed a day, in the 
which he will judge the world in righteousness by that 
man whom he hath ordained; whereof he hath given 
assurance unto all men, in that he hath raised him from 
the dead. 

24:15 And have hope toward God, which they 
themselves also allow, that there shall be a resurrection 
of the dead, both of the just and unjust.

15:24 Then cometh the end, when he shall have 
delivered up the kingdom to God, even the Father; when 
he shall have put down all rule and all authority and 
power. 

15:51 Behold, I shew you a mystery; We shall not all 
sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
15:52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last 
trump: for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead shall be 
raised incorruptible, and we shall be changed. 

Ephesians 2:7 That in the ages to come he might shew 
the exceeding riches of his grace in his kindness toward 
us through Christ Jesus. 

1 Thessalonians 4:16 For the Lord himself shall 
descend from heaven with a shout, with the voice of the 
archangel, and with the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first:

2:9 Even him, whose coming is after the working of 
Satan with all power and signs and lying wonders, 
2:1 1 And for this cause God shall send them strong 
delusion, that they should believe a lie: 
2:12 That they all might be damned who believed not the 
truth, but had pleasure in unrighteousness. Hebrews 
9:27 And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment:

16:8 And when he is come, he will reprove the world of 

sin, and of righteousness, and of judgment: 

16:9 Of sin, because they believe not on me; 

16:10 Of righteousness, because I go to my Father, and 

ye see me no more; 

16:1 1 Of judgment, because the prince of this world is 
judged. 

16:13 Howbeitwhen he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he 
will guide you into all truth: for he shall not speak of 
himself; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall he 
speak: and he will shew you things to come. 
16:14 He shall glorify me: for he shall receive of mine, 
and shall shew it unto you. 

Acts 1 :8 But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy 
Ghost is come upon you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judaea, and in Samaria, 
and unto the uttermost part of the earth. 



5:3 But Peter said, Ananias, why hath Satan filled thine 
heart to lie to the Holy Ghost, and to keep back part of 
the price of the land? 

5:4 Whiles it remained, was it not thine own? and after it 
was sold, was it not in thine own power? why hast thou 
conceived this thing in thine heart? thou hast not lied 
unto men, but unto God. 

8:26 And the angel of the Lord spake unto Philip, saying, 
Arise, and go toward the south unto the way that goeth 
down from Jerusalem unto Gaza, which is desert. 
8:29 Then the Spirit said unto Philip, Go near, and join 
thyself to this chariot. 

8:30 And Philip ran thitherto him , and heard him read 
the prophet Esaias, and said, Understandest thou what 
thou readest? 

8:31 And he said, How can I, except some man should 
guide me? And he desired Philip that he would come up 
and sit with him. 

8:39 And when they were come up out of the water, the 
Spirit of the Lord caught away Philip, that the eunuch 
saw him no more: and he went on his way rejoicing. 

Romans 1 :4 And declared to be the Son of God with 
power, according to the spirit of holiness, by the 
resurrection from the dead: 

8:2 For the law of the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus hath 
made me free from the law of sin and death. 
8:1 1 But if the Spirit of him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, he that raised up Christ from the dead 
shall also quicken your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. 

8:13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

8:14 For as many as are led by the Spirit of God, they 
are the sons of God. 

8:15 For ye have not received the spirit of bondage again 
to fear; but ye have received the Spirit of adoption, 
whereby we cry, Abba, Father. 

8:16 The Spirit itself beareth witness with our spirit, that 
we are the children of God: 

8:26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities: for 
we know not what we should pray for as we ought: but 
the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. 

8:27 And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is 
the mind of the Spirit, because he maketh intercession 
for the saints according to the will of God. 

1 Corinthians 2:10 But God hath revealed them unto us 
by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the 
deep things of God. 

2:1 1 For what man knoweth the things of a man, save 

the spirit of man which is in him? even so the things of 

God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. 

2:12 Now we have received, not the spirit of the world, 

but the spirit which is of God; that we might know the 

things that are freely given to us of God. 

2:13 Which things also we speak, not in the words which 

man's wisdom teacheth, but which the Holy Ghost 

teacheth; comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

2:14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the 

Spirit of God: for they are foolishness unto him: neither 



can he know them , because they are spiritually 
discerned. 

2 Corinthians 3:17 Now the Lord is that Spirit: and 
where the Spirit of the Lord is , there is liberty. 
3:18 But we all, with open face beholding as in a glass 
the glory of the Lord, are changed into the same image 
from glory to glory, even as by the Spirit of the Lord. 

Ephesians 4:30 And grieve not the holy Spirit of God, 
whereby ye are sealed unto the day of redemption. 

1 Peter 1:10 Of which salvation the prophets have 
enquired and searched diligently, who prophesied of the 
grace that should come unto you: 

1:11 Searching what, or what manner of time the Spirit of 
Christ which was in them did signify, when it testified 
beforehand the sufferings of Christ, and the glory that 
should follow. 

1:12 Unto whom it was revealed, that not unto 
themselves, but unto us they did minister the things, 
which are now reported unto you by them that have 
preached the gospel unto you with the Holy Ghost sent 
down from heaven; which things the angels desire to 
look into. 

2 Peter 1 :20 Knowing this first, that no prophecy of the 
scripture is of any private interpretation. 

1 :21 For the prophecy came not in old time by the will of 
man: but holy men of God spake as they were moved by 
the Holy Ghost. 
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mankind and sin 

Genesis 1:1 In the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth. 

1:26 And God said, Let us make man in our image, after 
our likeness: and let them have dominion over the fish of 
the sea, and over the fowl of the air, and over the cattle, 
and over all the earth, and over every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth. 

1:27 So God created man in his own image, in the image 
of God created he him; male and female created he 
them.

6:8 But Noah found grace in the eyes of the LORD. 
6:13 And God said unto Noah, The end of all flesh is 
come before me; for the earth is filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I will destroy them with the 
earth. 

6:17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring a flood of waters 
upon the earth, to destroy all flesh, wherein is the breath 
of life, from under heaven; and every thing that is in the 
earth shall die. 

6:18 But with thee will I establish my covenant; and thou 
shalt come into the ark, thou, and thy sons, and thy wife, 
and thy sons' wives with thee. 
6:22 Thus did Noah; according to all that God 
commanded him, so did he. 

8:1 And God remembered Noah, and every living thing, 
and all the cattle that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to pass over the earth, and the waters 
asswaged; 

8:15 And God spake unto Noah, saying, 

8:16 Go forth of the ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy sons, 

and thy sons' wives with thee. 

8:18 And Noah went forth, and his sons, and his wife, 

and his sons' wives with him: 

8:20 And Noah builded an altar unto the LORD; and took 
of every clean beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings on the altar. 

8:21 And the LORD smelled a sweet savour; and the 
LORD said in his heart, I will not again curse the ground 
any more for man's sake; for the imagination of man's 
heart is evil from his youth; neither will I again smite any 
more every thing living, as I have done. 

Job 27:3 All the while my breath is in me, and the spirit 
of God is in my nostrils; 

Psalms 19:1 The heavens declare the glory of God; and 
the firmament sheweth his handywork. 
19:2 Day unto day uttereth speech, and night unto night 
sheweth knowledge. 

19:3 There is no speech nor language, where their voice 
is not heard. 

19:4 Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their 
words to the end of the world. In them hath he set a 
tabernacle for the sun, 

19:5 Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his 
chamber, and rejoiceth as a strong man to run a race. 



19:6 His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and 
his circuit unto the ends of it: and there is nothing hid 
from the heat thereof. 

19:7 The law of the LORD is perfect, converting the soul: 
the testimony of the LORD is sure, making wise the 
simple. 

19:8 The statutes of the LORD are right, rejoicing the 
heart: the commandment of the LORD is pure, 
enlightening the eyes. 

19:12 Who can understand his errors? cleanse thou me 
from secret faults. 

19:13 Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous 
sins; let them not have dominion over me: then shall I be 
upright, and I shall be innocent from the great 
transgression. 

19:14 Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of 
my heart, be acceptable in thy sight, O LORD, my 
strength, and my redeemer. 

20:1 The LORD hear thee in the day of trouble; the name 
of the God of Jacob defend thee; 
51:5 Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and in sin did my 
mother conceive me. 

Ezekiel 28:1 5 Thou wast perfect in thy ways from the 
day that thou wast created, till iniquity was found in thee. 

Matthew 10:28 And fear not them which kill the body, 
but are not able to kill the soul: but rather fear him which 
is able to destroy both soul and body in hell. 
19:5 And said, For this cause shall a man leave father 
and mother, and shall cleave to his wife: and they twain 
shall be one flesh? 

Romans 1:21 Because that, when they knew God, they 
glorified him not as God, neither were thankful; but 
became vain in their imaginations, and their foolish heart 
was darkened. 

1:22 Professing themselves to be wise, they became 
fools, 

3:23 For all have sinned, and come short of the glory of 
God; 

3:24 Being justified freely by his grace through the 
redemption that is in Christ Jesus: 
7:14 For we know that the law is spiritual: but I am 
carnal, sold under sin. 

7:15 For that which I do I allow not: for what I would, that 
do I not; but what I hate, that do I. 
7:16 If then I do that which I would not, I consent unto the 
law that it is good. 

7:18 For I know that in me (that is, in my flesh,) dwelleth 

no good thing: for to will is present with me; but how to 

perform that which is good I find not. 

7:23 But I see another law in my members, warring 

against the law of my mind, and bringing me into captivity 

to the law of sin which is in my members. 

7:24 O wretched man that I am! who shall deliver me 

from the body of this death? 

8:10 And if Christ be in you, the body is dead because of 
sin; but the Spirit is life because of righteousness. 
8:13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye shall die: but if ye 
through the Spirit do mortify the deeds of the body, ye 
shall live. 

8:18 For I reckon that the sufferings of this present time 



are not worthy to be compared with the glory which shall 
be revealed in us. 

8:20 For the creature was made subject to vanity, not 
willingly, but by reason of him who hath subjected the 
same in hope, 

8:21 Because the creature itself also shall be delivered 
from the bondage of corruption into the glorious liberty of 
the children of God. 

1 Corinthians 5:2 And ye are puffed up, and have not 

rather mourned, that he that hath done this deed might 

be taken away from among you. 

5:6 Your glorying is not good. Know ye not that a little 

leaven leaveneth the whole lump? 

5:7 Purge out therefore the old leaven, that ye may be a 

new lump, as ye are unleavened. For even Christ our 

passover is sacrificed for us: 

5:1 1 But now I have written unto you not to keep 

company, if any man that is called a brother be a 

fornicator, or covetous, or an idolater, or a railer, or a 

drunkard, or an extortioner; with such an one no not to 

eat. 

5:12 For what have I to do to judge them also that are 

without? do not ye judge them that are within? 

5:13 But them that are without God judgeth. Therefore 

put away from among yourselves that wicked person. 

1 1 :3 But I would have you know, that the head of every 

man is Christ; and the head of the woman is the man; 

and the head of Christ is God. 

15:44 It is sown a natural body; it is raised a spiritual 

body. There is a natural body, and there is a spiritual 

body. 

Galatians 5:22 But the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
5:23 Meekness, temperance: against such there is no 
law. 

5:24 And they that are Christ's have crucified the flesh 
with the affections and lusts. 

5:25 If we live in the Spirit, let us also walk in the Spirit. 
5:26 Let us not be desirous of vain glory, provoking one 
another, envying one another. 

Ephesians 2:3 Among whom also we all had our 
conversation in times past in the lusts of our flesh, 
fulfilling the desires of the flesh and of the mind; and 
were by nature the children of wrath, even as others. 
2:13 But now in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes were far 
off are made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
4:22 That ye put off concerning the former conversation 
the old man, which is corrupt according to the deceitful 
lusts; 

4:23 And be renewed in the spirit of your mind; 

4:24 And that ye put on the new man, which after God is 

created in righteousness and true holiness. 

5:15 See then that ye walk circumspectly, not as fools, 

but as wise, 

5:16 Redeeming the time, because the days are evil. 
5:17 Wherefore be ye not unwise, but understanding 
what the will of the Lord is. 

5:24 Therefore as the church is subject unto Christ, so 
let the wives be to their own husbands in every thing. 
5:25 Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ also 



loved the church, and gave himself for it; 

1 Timothy 1:15 This is a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus came into the world to 
save sinners; of whom I am chief. 

Titus 2:2 That the aged men be sober, grave, 

temperate, sound in faith, in charity, in patience. 

2:3 The aged women likewise, that they be in behaviour 

as becometh holiness, not false accusers, not given to 

much wine, teachers of good things; 

2:4 That they may teach the young women to be sober, 

to love their husbands, to love their children, 

2:6 Young men likewise exhort to be sober minded. 

Hebrews 4:13 Neither is there any creature that is not 

manifest in his sight: but all things are naked and opened 

unto the eyes of him with whom we have to do. 

1 1 :6 But without faith it is impossible to please him: for 

he that cometh to God must believe that he is, and that 

he is a rewarder of them that diligently seek him. 

12:4 Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, striving against 

sin. 

12:1 1 Now no chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless afterward it yieldeth 
the peaceable fruit of righteousness unto them which are 
exercised thereby. 

James 1 :5 If any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally, and upbraideth not; 
and it shall be given him. 

1:6 But let him ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he that 
wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed. 

1:12 Blessed is the man that endureth temptation: for 
when he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that love him. 
1:13 Let no man say when he is tempted, I am tempted 
of God: for God cannot be tempted with evil, neither 
tempteth he any man: 

1:14 But every man is tempted, when he is drawn away 
of his own lust, and enticed. 

3:1 My brethren, be not many masters, knowing that we 

shall receive the greater condemnation. 

3:5 Even so the tongue is a little member, and boasteth 

great things. Behold, how great a matter a little fire 

kindleth! 

5:20 Let him know, that he which converteth the sinner 
from the error of his way shall save a soul from death, 
and shall hide a multitude of sins. 

1 Peter 3:4 But let it be the hidden man of the heart, in 
that which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God of 
great price. 

2 Peter 1 :4 Whereby are given unto us exceeding great 
and precious promises: that by these ye might be 
partakers of the divine nature, having escaped the 
corruption that is in the world through lust. 

1 John 1 :8 If we say that we have no sin, we deceive 



ourselves, and the truth is not in us. 

1:9 If we confess our sins, he is faithful and just to 

forgive us our sins, and to cleanse us from all 

unrighteousness. 

Revelation 20:12 And I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were opened: and 
another book was opened, which is the book of life: and 
the dead were judged out of those things which were 
written in the books, according to their works. 
20:14 And death and hell were cast into the lake of fire. 
This is the second death. 

20:15 And whosoever was not found written in the book 
of life was cast into the lake of fire. 
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salvation 

Genesis 2:17 But of the tree of the knowledge of good 
and evil, thou shalt not eat of it: for in the day that thou 
eatest thereof thou shalt surely die. 
3:4 And the serpent said unto the woman, Ye shall not 
surely die: 

Proverbs 14:12 There is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man, but the end thereof are the ways of death. 

Isaiah 52:10 The LORD hath made bare his holy arm in 
the eyes of all the nations; and all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our God. 
53:5 But he was wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised for our iniquities: the chastisement of our peace 
was upon him; and with his stripes we are healed. 
53:6 All we like sheep have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way; and the LORD hath laid on 
him the iniquity of us all. 

64:6 But we are all as an unclean thing, and all our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags; and we all do fade as 
a leaf; and our iniquities, like the wind, have taken us 
away. 

Matthew 7:13 Enter ye in at the strait gate: for wide is 
the gate, and broad is the way, that leadeth to 
destruction, and many there be which go in thereat: 
7:14 Because strait is the gate, and narrow is the way, 
which leadeth unto life, and few there be that find it. 
10:32 Whosoever therefore shall confess me before 
men, him will I confess also before my Father which is in 
heaven. 

10:33 But whosoever shall deny me before men, him will 
I also deny before my Father which is in heaven. 
16:16 And Simon Peter answered and said, Thou art the 
Christ, the Son of the living God. 
16:17 And Jesus answered and said unto him, Blessed 
art thou, Simon Barjona: for flesh and blood hath not 
revealed it unto thee, but my Father which is in heaven. 
16:26 For what is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own soul? or what shall a man 
give in exchange for his soul? 

20:17 And Jesus going up to Jerusalem took the twelve 
disciples apart in the way, and said unto them, 
20:18 Behold, we go up to Jerusalem; and the Son of 
man shall be betrayed unto the chief priests and unto the 
scribes, and they shall condemn him to death, 
20:19 And shall deliver him to the Gentiles to mock, and 
to scourge, and to crucify him: and the third day he shall 
rise again. 

22:37 Jesus said unto him, Thou shalt love the Lord thy 
God with all thy heart, and with all thy soul, and with all 
thy mind. 

Mark 7:7 Howbeit in vain do they worship me, teaching 

for doctrines the commandments of men. 

8:35 For whosoever will save his life shall lose it; but 

whosoever shall lose his life for my sake and the 

gospel's, the same shall save it. 

8:36 For what shall it profit a man, if he shall gain the 

whole world, and lose his own soul? 



8:37 Or what shall a man give in exchange for his soul? 
8:38 Whosoever therefore shall be ashamed of me and 
of my words in this adulterous and sinful generation; of 
him also shall the Son of man be ashamed, when he 
cometh in the glory of his Father with the holy angels. 
16:16 He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved; 
but he that believeth not shall be damned. 

Luke 13:3 I tell you, Nay: but, except ye repent, ye shall 
all likewise perish. 

17:10 So likewise ye, when ye shall have done all those 
things which are commanded you, say, We are 
unprofitable servants: we have done that which was our 
duty to do. 

22:41 And he was withdrawn from them about a stone's 
cast, and kneeled down, and prayed, 
22:42 Saying, Father, if thou be willing, remove this cup 
from me: nevertheless not my will, but thine, be done. 
22:43 And there appeared an angel unto him from 
heaven, strengthening him. 

22:44 And being in an agony he prayed more earnestly: 
and his sweat was as it were great drops of blood falling 
down to the ground. 

John 12:48 He that rejecteth me, and receiveth not my 
words, hath one that judgeth him: the word that I have 
spoken, the same shall judge him in the last day. 
14:6 Jesus saith unto him, I am the way, the truth, and 
the life: no man cometh unto the Father, but by me. 
14:15 If ye love me, keep my commandments. 
14:24 He that loveth me not keepeth not my sayings: and 
the word which ye hear is not mine, but the Father's 
which sent me. 

19:34 But one of the soldiers with a spear pierced his 
side, and forthwith came there out blood and water. 

Acts 4:12 Neither is there salvation in any other: for 

there is none other name under heaven given among 

men, whereby we must be saved. 

5:29 Then Peter and the other apostles answered and 

said, We ought to obey God rather than men. 

8:36 And as they went on their way, they came unto a 

certain water: and the eunuch said, See, here is water; 

what doth hinder me to be baptized? 

8:37 And Philip said, If thou believest with all thine heart, 

thou mayest. And he answered and said, I believe that 

Jesus Christ is the Son of God.

3:25 Whom God hath set forth to be a propitiation 
through faith in his blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are past, through the 
forbearance of God; 

5:6 For when we were yet without strength, in due time 
Christ died for the ungodly. 

5:7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die: yet 
peradventure for a good man some would even dare to 
die. 

5:8 But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, 

while we were yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

5:9 Much more then, being now justified by his blood, we 

shall be saved from wrath through him. 

5:10 For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled 

to God by the death of his Son, much more, being 

reconciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

5:1 1 And not only so, but we also joy in God through our 

Lord Jesus Christ, by whom we have now received the 

atonement. 

6:3 Know ye not, that so many of us as were baptized 

into Jesus Christ were baptized into his death? 

10:3 For they being ignorant of God's righteousness, and 

going about to establish their own righteousness, have 

not submitted themselves unto the righteousness of 

God. 

1 1 :26 And so all Israel shall be saved: as it is written, 
There shall come out of Sion the Deliverer, and shall turn 
away ungodliness from Jacob: 
1 1 :27 For this is my covenant unto them, when I shall 
take away their sins. 

1 1 :28 As concerning the gospel, they are enemies for 

your sakes: but as touching the election, 

they are beloved for the father's sakes. 

1 1 :29 For the gifts and calling of God are without 

repentance. 

14:10 But why dost thou judge thy brother? or why dost 
thou set at nought thy brother? for we shall all stand 
before the judgment seat of Christ. 

1 Corinthians 14:33 For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of peace, as in all churches of the saints. 

2 Corinthians 7:10 For godly sorrow worketh 
repentance to salvation not to be repented of: but the 
sorrow of the world worketh death. 



2:9 Not of works, lest any man should boast. 

Hebrews 5:9 And being made perfect, he became the 
author of eternal salvation unto all them that obey him; 
9:22 And almost all things are by the law purged with 
blood; and without shedding of blood is no remission. 
9:27 And as it is appointed unto men once to die, but 
after this the judgment: 

9:28 So Christ was once offered to bear the sins of 
many; and unto them that look for him shall he appear 
the second time without sin unto salvation. 

James 4:14 Whereas ye know not what shall be on the 
morrow. For what is your life? It is even a vapour, that 
appeareth for a little time, and then vanisheth away. 

1 Peter 2:24 Who his own self bare our sins in his own 
body on the tree, that we, being dead to sins, should live 
unto righteousness: by whose stripes ye were healed. 
3:18 For Christ also hath once suffered for sins, the just 
for the unjust, that he might bring us to God, being put to 
death in the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: 

2 Peter 3:9 The Lord is not slack concerning his 
promise, as some men count slackness; but is 
longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that any should 
perish, but that all should come to repentance. 

1 John 1 :7 But if we walk in the light, as he is in the 
light, we have fellowship one with another, and the blood 
of Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all sin. 
4:19 We love him, because he first loved us. 

Revelation 1 :5 And from Jesus Christ, who is the 
faithful witness, and the first begotten of the dead, and 
the prince of the kings of the earth. Unto him that loved 
us, and washed us from our sins in his own blood, 
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Galatians 1 :6 I marvel that ye are so soon removed 
from him that called you into the grace of Christ unto 
another gospel: 

1:7 Which is not another; but there be some that trouble 
you, and would pervert the gospel of Christ. 

Ephesians 2:4 But God, who is rich in mercy, for his 

great love wherewith he loved us, 

2:5 Even when we were dead in sins, hath quickened us 

together with Christ, (by grace ye are saved;) 

2:6 And hath raised us up together, and made us sit 

together in heavenly places in Christ Jesus: 

2:7 That in the ages to come he might shew the 

exceeding riches of his grace in his kindness toward us 

through Christ Jesus. 

2:8 For by grace are ye saved through faith; and that not 
of yourselves: it is the gift of God:
